And  so  the  resolution  having  received  an  affirmative  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  elect,  Mr.  Speaker  declared  the  resolution 
adopted. 

Mr.  Swanson  moved 

That  the  Speaker  be  authorized  to  appoint  stenographers,  clerks 
and  assistants  and  hire  all  necessary  typewriting  machines  to  con- 
duct the  business  of  the  extra  session.     Which  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Johnson  moved  that  the  chief  clerk  notify  the  Senate  that 
the  House  of  Representatives  has  organized  by  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  declaring  the  officers  of  the  Honse  elected  at  the  regular 
session  on  the  2nd  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1917,  be  the  officers  of  the 
House  of  Reipresentatives  at  this  Special  Session;  and  that  the 
House  is  ready  to  meet  in  joint  session  with  the  Senate  to  hear  the 
message  of  the  Governor.    Which  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Sanborn  moved 

That  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives   of  the  State 
of    South    Dakota    adopted    at    the    regular    Fifteenth  Legislative 
Session  of  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of 
the  House  during  the  Special  Session.    Which  motion  prevailed. 
RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  time  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  and  the  House  shall  then  be  called  to  order, 
and  the  r(  11  of  members  called,  and  the  names  of  the  absentees  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the  House. 

2.  The  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  proceedings,  which 
Bhall  be  printed  daily  in  pamphlet  form  and  laid  on  the  desks  of  the 
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members  and  officers  of  the  House  on  the  following  morning.  The 
Journal  need  not  be  read  unless  ordered  by  the  House  and  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Correction  of  House  Journal  may  be  taken  up 
and  disposed  of  at  any  time. 

3.  Any  thirteen  members  of  the  House  may  order  a  call  of  the 
House  and  cause  absent  members  to  be  sent  for,  but  a  call  must  not 
be  made  after  the  voting  has  commenced.  A  call  being  moved,  the 
Speaker  shall  require  those  desiring  the  call  to  rise,  and  if  thirteen 
or  more  members  shall  rise  the  call  shall  be  ordered.  The  call  being 
ordered,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  close  the  door,  and  no  member 
shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  room.  The  Chief  Clerk  shall  then  call 
the  roll  and  furnish  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  with  a  list  of  those  mem- 
bers absent  without  leave,  and  that  officer  shall  then  proceed  forth- 
with to  find  and  bring  in  such  absentees.  While  the  House  is  under 
call,  no  business  shall  be  transacted,  except  to  receive  and  act  upon 
the  report  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  no  motion  shall  be  in  order 
except  a  motion  to  suspend  further  proceedings  under  the  call,  and 
said  motion  shall  not  be  adopted  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers-elect vote  in  favor  thereof.  Upon  the  report  of  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  showing  that  all  the  members  who  were  absent  without  leave, 
naming  them,  are  present,  the  call  shall  be  at  an  end,  and  the  doors 
shall  be  opened,  and  the  business  or  motion  pending  at  the  time  the 
call  was  made  shall  be  proceeded  with. 

4.  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  may 
clear  the  hall  of  the  House  in  case  of  disturbance  and  shall  decide 
questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  have 
the  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair, 
but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment,  ex- 
cept that  in  the  case  of  the  absence  of  the  regular  Speaker,  the 
House  may  proceed  to  elect  a  Speaker  pro  tempore,  whose  acts  shall 
have  the  same  validity  as  those  of  the  Speaker. 

5.  The  Speaker  shall  vote  on  all  questions  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays  (except  on  appeal  from  his  own  decision)  and  in  all  elections 
and  divisions  called  for  by  any  member. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  rise  to  put  the  question,  but  may  state  it 
sitting  and  shall  put  all  questions  in  the  form,  to-wit: 

"As  many  as  are  in  favor  say  aye,"  and  after  the  affirmative 
voice  is  expressed,  "As  many  as  are  opposed  say  no."  If  he  doubts, 
or  a  division  is  called  for  by  two  or  more  members,  the  House  shall 
divide;  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from 
their  seats  and  remain  standing  until  counted,  and  then  those  in  the 
negative,  in  like  manner,  and  the  Speaker  shall  announce  the  vote 
and  declare  the  result. 

7.  The  Speaker  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  House,  sign  all 
bills,  memorials  and  joint  resolutions  passed  by  the  Legislature  after 
their  titles  have  been  publicly  read  immediately  before  signing,  and 
the  fact  of  signing  shall  be  attested  by  the  Chief  Clerk,  and  the  fact 
of  signing  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal.  When  the  House 
adjourns  the  members  shall  keep  their  seats  until  the  Speaker  an- 
nounces the  adjournment. 

8.  Every  member  previous  to  his  speaking,  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  respectfully  address  the  Speaker,  and  remain  standing  in  his 
place,  before  proceeding  to  speak,  until  he  is  recognized  by  the 
Chair 

9.  In  all  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Chair  shall  speak  first,  but  when  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once, 
the  Speaker  shall  designate  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 
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10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, or  longer  than  ten  minutes,  without  leave  of  the  House,  nor 
more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  on  the  subject 
pending  shall  have  spoken. 

11.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  and  put  unless  the  same  be 
seconded;  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker,  before  debate,  and  any 
such  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any 
member  desire  it. 

12.  After  a  motion  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker,  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time  by  consent  of  the  House,  before  amendment  or  decision, 
but  all  motions,  resolutions  or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journal,  whether  rejected  or  adopted, 

13.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but 

To  adjourn. 

To  take  a  recess. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

For  the  previous  question. 

To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

To  commit  or  amend. 

To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  stand  arranged. 

14.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when 
a  member  is  addressing  the  Chair  or  a  vote  is  being  taken,  or  the 
previous  question  has  been  ordered;  motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on 
the  table,  to  take  a  recess,  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  on  the 
order  of  the  day,  and  all  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

15.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  and  prior  to  voting 
on  the  same,  a  call  of  the  House  shall  be  in  order,  but  after  the 
demand  for  the  previous  question  shall  have  been  sustained,  no  call 
shall  be  in  order,  and  the  House  shall  be  brought  to  an  immediate 
vote;  first  upon  the  pending  amendments  in  the  inverse  order  of 
their  age,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  The  previous  question 
may  be  ordered  upon  all  recognized  motions  or  amendments  which 
are  debatable,  and  shall  have  the  effect  to  cut  off  all  debate  and 
bring  the  assembly  to  a  direct  vote  upon  the  motion  or  amendment 
on  which  it  has  been  ordered. 

16.  When  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative,  it 
shall  leave  the  main  question  under  debate  for  the  residue  of  the 
sitting,  unless  sooner  disposed  of  by  taking  the  question,  or  in  some 
other  manner. 

17.  All  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  motion  is 
made  for  the  previous  question,  during  the  pending  of  such  motions 
or  after  the  House  shall  have  determined  that  the  main  question 
shall  now  be  put,  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise, 
without  debate. 

18.  Petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers,  addressed  to  the 
House,  shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or  by  a  member  in  his 
place. 

19.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  before  the  vote  is  de- 
clared from  the  Chair,  and  no  other,  shall  vote  for  or  against  the 
same,  unless  the  House  shall  excuse  him,  or  he  be  paired  with  an- 
other member,  which  fact  shall  be  stated  by  one  of  the  pair,  or 
unless  he  is  immediately  interested  in  the  question,  in  which  case  he 
shall  not  vote.    Pairing  shall  not  be  allowed  between  members  on 
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the  floor  of  the  House  nor  between  members  while  in  the  City  of 
Pierre,  unless  unable  to  attend  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  un- 
avoidable cause. 

20.  When  the  Speaker  is  putting  the  question,  no  member  shall 
walk  out  of  or  across  the  House,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking 
shall  any  person  entertain  any  private  discourse  or  pass  between  hira 
and  the  Chair. 

21.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which 
shall  be  divided,  if  it  comprehend  question  s6  distinct,  that  one 
being  taken  away,  the  rest  may  stand  entire  for  the  discussion  of  the 
House. 

22.  Any  member  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  House,  if  appealed  to,  shall 
decide  the  case.  If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair 
shall  be  submitted  to.  On  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once,  without  leave  of  the  House,  but  each  member  may  speak 
once,  except  when  a  member  is  called  to  order  for  offensive  language, 
in  which  case  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

2  3.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  on  the 
report  of  a  committee,  or  on  a  call  for  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  or 
by  motion  for  leave. 

24.  Every  bill,  before  being  introduced,  shall  have  endorsed 
thereon  the  title  of  the  same,  and  every  bill  or  resolution  shall  have 
thereon  the  name  of  the  member  introducing  it,  and  when  ordered 
by  a  committee,  the  name  of  such  committee  be  endorsed  thereon. 

2  5.  All  bills,  memorials  or  joint  resolutions  introduced,  either 
by  a  member  or  by  committee,  shall  be  in  duplicate,  one  copy  of 
which  shall  have  endorsed  thereon  the  word  "original"  and  shall  be 
retained  by  the  House.  The  duplicate  thereof  shall  have  endorsed 
thereon  the  word  "copy,"  and  the  same  shall  be  sent  to  the  printer, 
and  his  receipt  therefor  taken. 

2  6.  All  bills,  memorials  or  joint  resolutions,  on  their  second 
reading,  may  be  by  -their  title,  unless  their  reading  at  length  vbe  de- 
manded by  a  majority  of  the  House  unless  otherwise  ordered,  each 
Bill  except  committee  Bills,  shall  be  referred  to  a  standing  committee 
after  its  second  reading. 

•27.  All  Bills,  Memorials,  or  Joint  Resolutions  on  their  third 
reading  shall  be  read  at  length  and  upon  final  passage  all  yeas  and 
nays  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  House. 

28.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  different  days  unless,  in 
case  of  urgency,  a  majority  of  the  House  shall  deem  it  expedient  to 
dispense  with  this  rule,  and  no  bill  sha^l  be  passed  unless  it  shall 
have  been  read  twice  at  length.  After  bills,  memorials  or  joint  reso- 
lutions have  been  read  the  third  time,  they  shall  not  be  amended 
except  by  recommitment  to  a  committee  with  instructions  to  amend, 
which  instructions  shall  embody  substantially  the  amendments  pro- 
posed; and  it  shall  be  in  order  to  report  back  said  amendment  at  any 
time.  But  final  action  upon  such  amendment  shall  not  be  had  until 
at  least  one  day  has  intervened,  if  a  request  therefor  be  made  by 
at  least  fifteen  members.  A  bill  so  deferred  shall,  however,  retain 
its  place  on  the  calendar. 

No  amendment  shall  be  offered  on  the  day  to  which  the  bill  has 
been  deferred.  The  amendment  on  account  of  which  the  bill  has 
been  deferred  shall  not  preclude  other  amendments  offered  at  the 
time  of  third  reading. 

Any  number  of  references  of  a  bill  may  be  made,  with  instruc- 
tions to  amend,  but  pending  a  motion  to  refer,  with  instructions  to 
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amend  one  part  of  a  bill,  It  shall  not  be  in  order  to  amend  the  in- 
structions by  directing  an  amendment  of  any  other  part  of  the  bill. 

Except  as  above  provided  one  amendment  shall  not  prevent  an- 
other in  any  other  part  of  the  bill. 

When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  is  read  the  third  time,  it  shall 
retain  its  place  on  the  calendar  until  finally  disposed  of  or  until 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

29.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that 
under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  an  amendment; 
no  bill  or  resolution  shall  at  any  time  be  amended  by  annexing 
thereto,  or  incorporating  therewith,  any  other  bill  or  resolution 
pending  before  the  House. 

3  0.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  the  Speaker 
shall  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside. 

31.  Bills  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  House  shall 
be  first  read  through,  unless  .the  committee  shall  otherwise  order, 
and  then  read  and  debated  by  sections,  leaving  the  title  to  be  last 
considered;  all  amendments  shall  be  noted  in  writing  and  reported 
to  the  House  by  the  Chairman. 

32.  All  questions,  whether  in  committee  or  in  the  House,  shall 
be  put  in  the  order  they  are  moved,  except  in  the  case  of  privileged 
questions,  and  in  filling  up  blanks  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest 
time  shall  be  first  put. 

3  3.  A  similar  mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  observed  with  the 
bills  which  have  originated  in  and  passed  the  Senate  as  with  bills 
which  have  originated  in  the  House,  except  that  they  shall  not  be 
printed. 

3  4.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order  unless  on 
the  same  day  or  the  Legislative  day  following  that  on  which  the  de- 
cision proposed  to  be  reconsidered  took  place,  nor  unless  one  of  the 
majority  shall  move  a  reconsideration. 

3  5.  When  notice  of  the  intention  to  move  a  reconsideration  of 
any  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  given  by  a  member,  the  Chief 
Clerk  of  the  House  shall  retain  the  said  bill  or  joint  resolution  until 
after  the  time  during  which  the  said  motion  can  be  made  unless  the 
same  shall  previously  be  disposed  of. 

3  6.  Any  member  who  voted  on  that  side  of  the  question  which 
prevailed,  may  move  a  reconsideration,  and  a  motion  for  reconsidera- 
tion shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

3  7.  The  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House,  so  far  as  may  be  applicable,  except  that  the  yeas 
and  nays  shall  not  be  called,  the  previous  question  enforced  nor  the 
time  of  speaking  limited.

The  Com.mittees  on  Federal  Printing,  Federal  Relations  and  Statis- 
tics shall  consist  of  five  members  each.  The  Committee  on  Appro- 
priation shall  consist  of  fifteen  members.  And  all  other  committees 
shall  consist  of  seven  members  each." 

41.  The  first  named  member  of  a  committee  shall  be  the  chair- 
man, and  in  his  absence  or  being  excused  by  the  House,  the  next 
named  member,  and  so  on  as  often  as  the  case  may  happen,  shall  act 
as  chairman. 
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42.  All  bills,  in  either  House  of  the  Legislature,  which  have 
been  favorably  acted  upon,  preparatory  to  going  upon  the  calendar,  • 
shall  be  engrossed  in  typewriting,  if  amendments  have  been  made 
thereto,  and  the  chief  of  the  engrossing  and  enrolling  force  shall 
endorse  his  initials  upon  each  sheet  thereof  with  pen  and  ink. 

43.  The  Committee  on  Engrossed  and  Enrolled  Bills  shall  ex- 
amine all  bills  and  report  to  the  House  those  which  have  been  " 
amended  as  correctly  engrossed  before  their  third  reading.  Said 
Committee  may  report  at  any  time.  When  so  directed  at  any  time 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  the  original  copy  of  any  bill,  memorial  or  joint 
resolution  introduced  in  printed  or  typewritten  form,  and  in  form 
approved  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  and  Enrolled  Bills  shall 
take  the  place  of  what  is  now  known  as  and  shall  be  called  the 
engrossed  bill,  memorial  or  joint  resolution  and  shall  be  dealt  with 
in  the  same  manner  as  an  engrossed  bill,  memorial  or  joint  reso- 
lution, as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  be  sent  in  such  printed  or  type- 
written form,  after  passage,  to  the  other  House. 

44.  The  committee  on  engrossed  and  enrolled  bills  shall  ex- 
amine all  House  bills  and  joint  resolutions  which  have  passed  the 
two  houses,  and  when  reported  correctly  enrolled  they  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  presiding  officers  of  the  House  and  Senate  for  their 
signatures,  and  when  so  signed  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval;  and 
said  committee  may  report  at  any  time, 

45.  Select  Committees  to  whom  reference  shall  be  made  shall 
in  all  cases  report  a  state  of  facts  and  their  opinion  thereon  to  the 
House. 

46.  In  all  cases  where  a  bill,  order,  resolution  or  motion  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the  House,  the  name  of  the  members 
moving  the  same  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

47.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  House 
but  the  Executive,  members  of  the  Senate,  state  officials.  Judges  of 
the  Supreme,  Federal  and  Circuit  Courts,  members  of  Congress,  ex- 
Members  of  Congress  and  the  Legislative  Assembly,  ex-Governors  of 
the  territory  and  state,  and  reporters  of  newspapers,  except  by  vote 
of  the  House. 

48.  The  Speaker  shall  cause  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  to 
make  a  list  of  all  bills,  resolutions  and  memorials  ready  for  third 
reading,  and  which  are  not  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  any  partic- 
ular day,  and  to  number  the  same,  v/hich  list  shall  be  called  "The 
Calendar  for  the  Day,"  and  they  shall  be  taken  up  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  numbered,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  majority  of 
the  House.  The  Chief  Clerk  shall  also  keep  a  book  showing  the 
situation  and  progress  of  bills. 

49.  After  calling  the  House  to  order,  the  order  of  business  for 
the  day  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Prayer  by  Chaplain. 

2.  Calling  the  Roll. 

3.  Reading  of  the  Journal. 

4.  Calling  of  the  calendar  of  Bills,   Joint  Resolutions  and 
Memorials  for  third  reading  and  final  passage. 

5.  Presentation  of  Petitions  and  Communications. 

6.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

7.  Reports  of  Select  Committees. 

8.  Consideration  of  Reports  of  Committees  on  Bills. 

9.  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

10.  Second    reading   of    House   Bills,   Joint   Resolutions  and 
Memorials. 

11.  Introduction  of  Bills,  Joint  Resolutions  and  Memorials. 
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12.  First  Reading  of  House  Bills,  Joint  Resolutions  and 
orders  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

13.  First  Reading  of  Senate  Bills,  Joint  Resolutions  and 
Memorials. 

14.  Second  Reading  of  Senate  Bills,  Joint  Resolutions  and 
Memorials. 

15.  Consideration  of  Messages  from  the  Senate. 

16.  Third  Reading  of  House  Bills,  Joint  Resolutions  and 
Memorials. 

17.  Third  reading  of  Senate  Bills,  Joint  Resolutions  and 
Memorials. 

18.  Unfinished  Business. 

5  0.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutio«ns,  when  placed  on  the  calendar 
for  third  reading  and  final  passage  shall  retain  their  place  on  the 
calendar  until  finally  disposed  of,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
House. 

51.  Any  bill,  resolution,  memorial  or  other  subject  matter  may 
be  made  a  special  order  for  some  subsequent  time  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  House. 

52.  Whenever  the  report  of  any  committee  of  conference  con- 
tains several  modifications  or  amendments,  any  member  may  have 
the  same  divided  and  the  question  of  concurrence  taken  separately 
upon  each  modification  or  amendment. 

53.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  adopted  in  Reed's  Par- 
liamentary Rules  shall  govern  the  House  in  all  cases  to  which  they 
are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  House  and  the  joint  rules  and 
Memorials. 

54.  No  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  suspended,  without  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  House  present. 

55.  The  rules  of  the  House  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  but  the  final  vote  on  any 
alteration  or  amendment  to  the  sam.e  shall  not  be  taken  on  the  same 
day  upon  which  it  was  offered. 

56.  The  hour  of  the  daily  meeting  of  the  House  shall  be  2 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  the  House  directs  otherwise. 

57.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  not  be  ordered  unless  demanded 
by  three  members,  except  upon  the  final  passage  of  bills,  joint  reso- 
lutions and  memorials,  in  which  case  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  had 
without  demand. 

58.  All  House  bills  of  a  general  nature  shall,  on  their  first 
reading,  be  printed  without  a  general  order  of  the  House,  except  bills 
that  are  rejected,  and  except  as  otherwise  provided  under  Rule  4  3. 

59.  In  case  all  of  the  members  of  any  committee  required  or 
entitled  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  them  cannot  agree  upon 
any  report,  the  m^ajority  and  minority  m^ay  each  make  a  special  re- 
port, and  any  member  dissenting  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  reason- 
ing and  conclusions  of  both  majority  and  minority  may  also  present 
to  the  House  a  statement  of  his  reasoning  and  conclusions,  and  all 
reports,  if  decorous  in  language  and  respectful  to  the  House,  shall  be 
entered  at  length  upon  the  Journal, 

60.  When  an  emergency  is  expressed  in  the  preamble  or  body 
of  an  act  as  a  reason  why  such  act  should  take  effect  prior  to  ninety 
days  next  after  the  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  it  was 
passed,  and  when  such  act  contains  a  clause  or  proviso  fixing  such 
time  prior  to  ninety  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  session  at 
which  it  was  passed  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  pass?"  and 
if  decided  affirmatively  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members- 
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elect  to  the  House,  then  the  bill  shall  be  deemed  passed,  but  if  upon 
such  a  vote  less  than  two-thirds  and  more  than  one-half  of  said 
members  vote  affirmatively  on  said  question,  then  the  vote  on  said 
bill  shall  be  deemed  reconsidered,  and  the  bill  subject  to  amendment 
by  striking  out  such  part  thereof  as  expresses  an  emergency  and  the 
time  of  taking  effect,  and  then  the  said  bill  shall  be  under  considera- 
tion, upon  its  final  passage  with  the  emergency  clause  and  time  of 
taking  effect  taken  out. 

61.  That  no  bill  shall  be  introduced  providing  for  the  amend- 
ment of  any  existing  statutes  or  section  thereof,  unless  said  bill  shall 
contain  a  full  text  of  said  statute,  or  section  thereof,  as  proposed  by 
said  amendment.    For  example: 

§  61.  "That  Section  1  of  Chapter  6,  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1891,  entitled,  etc.,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Section,  etc." 

62.  A  motion  or  proposition  which  may  be  amended  under  the 
rules  of  the  House,  may  be  amended,  and  the  amendment  so  offered 
may  be  in  turn  amended.  Any  member  may  offer  a  substitute  for 
the  original  motion  and  amendment  or  am.endments,  which  substi- 
tute shall  not  be  subject  to  amendment. 

63.  When  any  standing  committee,  to  vvhom  a  bill  has  been 
referred,  makes  a  report  recommending  the  rejection  of,  or  the  pass- 
age of  the  bill  with  amendments  proposed  by  the  committee,  such 
report  shall  be  received,  read  and  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the 
House,  and  shall  lie  on  the  table  one  day  before  being  acted  upon 
by  the  House,  and  if  no  action  is  taken,  the  report,  amendments 
proposed,  and  the  bill  shall  without  further  action  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House. 

64.  When  the  committee  makes  a  report  that  the  bill  do  pass 
without  proposing  an  amendment  thereto,  it  shall  be  placed  upon 
the  calendar  for  third  reaamg. 

65.  Whenever  any  Bill,  Resolution,  Memorial  or  Joint  Reso- 
lution shall  be  laid  on  the  table,  it  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  members-elect  to  take  it  from  the  table. 

Mr.  Graff  moved 

That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  confer  with  a  like 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  to  arrange  for  the  joint  session 
to  listen  to  the  message  of  his  Excellency,  the  Governor. 

Which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Speaker  appointed  as  such 
comiittee  Messrs.  Graff,  Spargo  and  Martin.

Withee,  E.  W.  Anderson  and  Martin  as  such  committee. 

The  Sargeant-at-Arms  announced  the  arrival  of  his  Excellency, 
the  Governor,.  Peter  Norbeck. 

After  which  the  Governor  delivered  the  following  address: 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislature: 

Under  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  the  Gov- 
ernor is  clothed  with  authority  to  convene  the  legislature  in  special 
session,  as  follows: 

"He  shall  have  power  to  convene  the  Legislature  in 
special  session  on  extraordinary  occasions." 

Following  the  adjournment  of  the  last  regular  session  of  our 
Legislature,  the  I'nited  States,  in  the  interests  of  humanity  and 
democracy  and  for  self-defense,  entered  into  the  great  world  war. 
As  a  result,  situations  have  rapidly  changed;  conditions  new  and 
untried  surround  us;  precedents  are  found  wanting  and  we  are 
confronted  by  strange  and  unfamiliar  circumstances.  Stern  em.er- 
gencies  are  with  us  and  it  is  for  their  consideration  that  I  have 
called  the  legislature  into  assembly. 

We  meet  within  the  shadow  of  the  great  conflict,  and  already 
our  people  feel  the  pressure  of  the  necessities  of  war.  Thousands 
of  young  men,  with  courageous  loyalty  and  noble  patriotism,  have 
gone  forth  from  their  homes  into  our  army  and  navy  and  on  to  the 
very  battle  front;  ready,  willing  and  eager  to  make  even  the  supreme 
sacrifice  for  our  lives,  our  liberty  and  our  happiness.  Obviously,  in 
return  they  must  have  our  every  support.  All  our  resources — every- 
thing we  have — must  stand  behind  them  in  full  concentrated  strength. 
It  is  our  evident  duty  to  clothe  them,  equip  them,  feed  them,  house 
them,  as  best  we  can,  and  this  can  be  accomplished  only  by  the 
practice  of  the  most  rigid  thrift  and  economy  on  the  part  of  each 
and  every  one  of  us  here  at  home. 
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Our  first  obligation  is  to  assist  the  Nation  to  advance  with  no 
division  of  energy,  but  likewise  there  must  be.  no  deterioation  of 
those  institutions  of  our  state  government  which  in  peaceful  times 
are  our  glory  and  pride. 

Soldiers  Absent  Voting  Law 

Several  thousand  of  our  boys,  qualified  electors,  are  and  will  be, 
at  the  next  general  election,  absent  from  their  regular  legal  voting 
precincts  engaged  in  the  service  of  their  country  in  other  states,  in 
foreign  lands,  and  in  the  naval  service. 

It  is  the  paramount  duty  of  this  session  to  enable  these  brave 
boys  to  cast  their  ballots  on  the  field  of  service,  as  otherwise  they 
would  be  disfranchised.  The  present  law  is  not  sufficiently  adequate 
to  permit  of  their  casting  their  ballots.  It  should  be  revised  as  to 
enable  them  to  exercise  their  rights  of  citizenship  by  voting,  not 
only  in  other  states,  but  in  foreign  countries  and  on  the  high  seas, 
for  at  least  the  period  of  the  present  conflict. 

Twine  Plant 

The  importance  of  supplying  twine  to  our  farmers  cannot  be 
overestimated.  The  state  has  a  well  equipped  plant,  large  enough 
for  all  available  labor  to  be  employed.  A  double  shift  is  now  being 
worked  and  it  requires  more  raw  material  to  supply  the  capacity. 
The  selling  price  of  state  penitentiary  twine  last  year  was  figured 
on  a  cost  price  of  sisal  of  9  %  cents.  The  present  year's  price  must 
be  figured  on  a  sisal  cost  of  19  V2  cents,  but  the  necessary  supply  can 
be  secured — in  fact,  has  been  ordered.  The  present  revolving  fund 
is  too  small  for  the  business  under  present  prices  and  an  appro- 
priation of  about  $225,000.00  should  be  made.  This  will  keep  the 
plant  going  ^^ntil  collections  for  the  sale  of  twine  begin  to  come  in. 
There  will  really  be  no  drain  upon  the  finances  of  the  state,  for  the 
money  will  only  be  needed  for  a  few  months,  after  which  it  will 
revert  back  to  the  general  fund.  The  law  should  provide  that  the 
amount  appropriated  should  be  returned  by  January  1,  1919. 

Highways 

Extensive  road  improvement  cannot  be  undertaken  during  the 
war  owing  to  a  shortage  of  labor  as  well  as  the  higher  cost  of  con- 
struction, but  a  certain  amount  of  work  is  necessary.  Federal  aid 
is  now  available  and  many  of  the  counties  have  made  application 
for  same;  others  have  already  made  their  plans  for  construction. 

Under  the  present  requirements  of  the  federal  government  no 
aid  will  be  given  during  the  construction  of  the  highways.  The 
work  must  be  completed  before  any  federal  aid  money  can  be  drawn. 

It  is,  therefore,  necessary  for  the  state  or  the  various  counties 
to  not  only  pay  their  share  of  the  construction,  but  also  to  advance 
money  for  the  entire  construction  until  such  time  as  it  will  be  re- 
funded by  the  federal  government.  This  condition  necessitates  a 
revolving  fund  which  can  be  drawn  upon  to  pay  the  government's 
share  of  building  highways.  This,  of  course,  will  be  no  drain  upon 
the  tax  payer,  for  the  money  will  be  placed  back  in  the  fund  as 
soon  as  it  is  received  from  Washington.  This  fund  will  of  necessity 
have  to  be  quite  large. 

We  have  no  law  under  which  road  work  can  be  done  in  un- 
organized counties.  There  is  some  money  available  for  their  use.  I 
recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  providing  for  the  appointment  of 
highway  boards  in  such  counties.  The  services  of  good  men  can  be 
secured  who  will  gladly  supervise  this  work,  for  the  period  of  the 
war,  at  least,  without  compensation. 
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Fraudulent  Insurance  Policies 

South  Dakota  is  exceptionally  well  protected  against  fraudulent 
insurance  policies,  for  most  of  them  are  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  insurance  department.  There  seems  to  be  an  omission  in  the 
law  by  which  health  and  accident  policies  are  exempt  from  control. 
Policies  of  this  kind  are  now  being  sold  and  grossly  misrepresented 
to  the  point  where  fraud  is  practiced  upon  the  purchaser.  Under 
our  law  the  insurance  department  is  unable  to  stop  their  sale.  I 
recommend  that  the  authority  of  the  department  be  extended  to 
include  health  and  accident  policies. 

Rural  Credits 

The  success  of  the  South  Dakota  state  rural  credit  plan  has 
exceeded  the  expectation  of  the  most  enthusiastic  advocates.  Since 
the  rural  credit  law  went  into  effect,  rural  credit  bonds  in  the  sum 
total  of  $2,500,000  have  been  issued  and  sold.  713  applications, 
coming  from  52  counties  and  amounting  to  $2,753,970,  have  been 
received,    and   action   has   been   taken   upon   these   application^  as 


-follows: 

37  applications  have  been  rejected  on  account  of  not 

coming  within  the  Act,  amounting  to   $  157,450.00 

238  applications  have  been  closed  and  amount  to  ....  1,001,750.00 

111  applications  have  been  approved  and  are  awaiting 

abstracts  and  closing,  amounting  to    433,800.00 

327  applications  are  on  hand  for  investigation  and 
action  of  the  Board,  having  come  in  during  the 
last  30  days,  amounting  to    1,160,970.00 


Total  applications  received   $  2,753,970.00 

Less  amount  rejected    157,450.00 


$  2,596,520.00 

The  average  loan  is  $3862.00. 

It  is  already  apparent  that  slight  changes  in  the  law  will  have 
to  be  made,  owing  to  war  conditions  that  have  changed  the  money 
market  since  the  last  session  of  the  legislature. 

The  law  provides  that  the  state  must  in  no  event  pay  more  than 
5%  for  money  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  re-loaning.  We  have 
now  reached  the  point  where  it  will  probably  be  impossible  to  get 
more  money  for  4  3-4%,  and  the  sale  of  the  next  liberty  loan  may 
send  interest  rates  up  to  5%  or  more.  If  it  goes  above  5%,  the 
whole  credits  plan  will  have  come  to  a  standstill. 

I  recommend  that  the  lav/  be  changed  so  as  to  permit  the  board 
to  borrow  money  at  current  rates.  Also  that  the  law  be  changed  so 
as  to  permit  the  loaning  of  same  at  one-half  of  one  per  cent  above 
what  the  state  pays  for  the  money.  The  present  law  is  three^fourths 
cf  one  per  cent. 

Banking  Department 

The  banking  department  recommends  that  the  law  be  changed 
so  that  state  banks  can  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  federal 
government  the  same  as  national  banks  in  securing  deposits. 

The  people  are  again  responding  to  the  call  for  buying  liberty 
bonds.  A  large  part  of  the  work  of  soliciting  falls  upon  the  state 
banks.  Under  the  present  law  they  are  not  permitted  to  hold  the 
money  even  while  it  is  idle,  for  the  reason  that  the  Treasury  De- 
partment requires  collateral  security  to  be  put  up  for  the  deposits, 
and  this  is  forbidden  by  the  South  Dakota  banking  laws.  In  my 
opinion  the  federal  banking  laws  are  unnecessarily  strict.  However, 
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to  meet  the  requirements,  the  state  law  should  be  changed  so  as  to 
give  the  state  banks  the  same  privileges  that  the  national  banks 
now  have. 

Many  agents  are  now  at  work  in  this  state  selling  savings  con- 
tracts, investment  certificates,  shares  of  stock,  and  other  obligations. 
I  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  placing  these  sales  under  the 
supervision  of  the  banking  department  in  order  that  they  may  be 
prohibited  and  regulated  as  may  be  found  necessary.  Many  of  them 
are  unfair  contracts  and  work  fraud  upon  the  public. 

School  and  Public  Lands  Department 
This  department  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  land  on  the  Galena  Creek  bottoms  in  the  state 
forest.  There  is  a  double  purpose.  First,  this  land  is  needed  as  a 
home  ranch  for  the  land  department  forest  rangers,  who  are  protect- 
ing these  vast  properties  of  the  state  against  fire,  and  who  are 
supervising  the  selling  of  timber.  17,000,000  feet  of  over-ripe  state 
timber  located  on  the  upper  Galena  Creek  was  sold  two  years  ago  to 
the  Warren-Lamb  Lumber  Company.  That  timber  can  be  reached 
only  by  a  narrow  gauge  logging  railroad  to  be  constructed  by  the 
contractor  over  the  only  available  inlet  across  the  land  already 
selected  for  this  purpose.  The  owners  refuse  to  sell  a  right  of  way, 
but  are  willing  to  sell  the  land  at  reasonable  prices.  I  recommend 
that  this  money  be  appropriated  for  these  purposes. 

Tax  Commission 

The  work  of  the  Tax  Commission  has  been  very  commendable. 
Its  success  in  securing  the  inheritance  tax  from  non-residents  has 
been  especially  gratifying. 

The  1915  law  now  in  effect  placed  the  collection  of  inheritance 
taxes  under  the  charge  of  the  Tax  Commission.  From  July  1,  1915, 
to  October  1,  1917,  two  years  and  three  months,  there  was  collected 
$259,296.74. 

The  total  amount  collected  for  the  ten  years  preceding  July  1st, 
1915,  was  $108,300.41. 

Excess  collected  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission in  two  years  and  three  months  over  the  previous  ten  years 
$150,996.33. 

About  $85,000.00  was  collected  from  the  Wm.  Deering  estate 
of  Chicago.  Wm.  Deering  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  owner 
of  a  large  amount  of  farm  mortgages  in  South  Dakota. 

At  the  request  of  the  Tax  Commission  I  suggest  that  the  law 
be  amended  so  as  to  make  it  impossible  for  any  estate  to  escape  an 
inheritance  tax.  This  can  be  done  by  requiring  the  administrators 
of  foreign  estates  to  secure  from  the  State  Tax  Commission  a  receipt 
showing  tha  inheritance  taxes  are  paid  and  to  file  a  copy  of  same 
with  the  register  of  deeds  prior  to  assigning  or  satisfying  mortgages. 

Fuel  Supply 

Our  state  has  been  most  unfortunately  situated  in  regard  to  coal 
and  of  late  conditions  have  become  much  worse.  We  have  always 
been  shipping  our  coal  in  from  eastern  states,  averaging  more  than 
a  thousand  mile  haul.  Coal  mines  are  operated  to  the  west  of  us 
both  in  Wyoming  and  Montana  but  the  freight  rates,  although  the 
haul  is  shorter,  have  been  prohibitory.  After  a  strenuous  five  years' 
fight  the  South  Dakota  Railroad  Commission  has  secyred  a  material 
reduction  in  rates  which  under  the  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  went  into  effect  March  1st. 

The  demand  for  coal  has  been  great  and  the  prices  have  already 
been  raised   at  western   mines.     The  combination   of  large  capital 
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finds  it  so  easy  to  regulate  prices  that  in  many  cases  the  law  of 
supply  and  demand  is  inoperative.  We  have  large  coal  deposits  in 
the  northwestern  part  of  our  own  state  and  larger  fields  just  across 
the  border  in  North  Dakota  easily  accessible  to  the  railroads.  I, 
therefore,  recommend  that  a  constitutional  amendment  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  of  the  state  giving  the  state  full  authority  to 
buy  and  operate  coal  mines.  The  Constitution  at  the  present  time 
permits  the  opening  and  operating  of  coal  mines  only  on  "state 
land"  but  this  provision  is  so  limited  as  to  make  it  inoperative. 
There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  state  could  furnish  coal  at 
much  lower  prices  than  are  now  paid  and  certainly  it  would  intro- 
duce the  element  of  competition  into  the  coal  trade  again  and  tend 
to  give  us  both  eastern  and  western  coal  at  lower  prices  and  protect 
us  in  the  future  from  a  holp-up  such  as  we  have  endured  during 
the  la3t  year. 

Citizens,  Only,  Should  Vote 

lender  our  present  constitution  those  wha  have  declared  their 
intention  to  become  citizens  have  enjoyed  practically  all  the  rights 
of  citizens,  including  hoMing  offices  of  public  trust.  In  som  eplaces 
they  have  held  such  positions  for  a  great  many  years,  yet  now  claim 
exemption  from  military  service  on  the  grounds  that  they  are  aliens. 
I  recommend  that  the  Equal  Suffrage  Amendment  now  pending,  be 
amended  so  as  to  require  full  citizenship  as  a  basis  for  all  suffrage. 

Constitutional  Amendments 

It  has  been  claimed  that  there  is  a  conflict  between  some  amend- 
ments submitted  at  the  last  legislature.  The  claim  as  to  conflict 
or  irregularity  are  grossly  misrepresented.  Good  lawyers  insist  that 
there  is  no  conflict  or  chance  of  conflict,  bu  twhereas  these  amend- 
ments relate  to  the  same  article  of  the  Constitution  I  suggest  that 
this  is  an  opportune  time  to  change  them  so  that  there  can  be  no 
misundersanding  on  the  part  of  anyone.  It  is  of  great  importance 
that  all  amendments  be  submitted  in  such  a  clear  form  as  to  be 
easily  understood  by  every  voter. 

Treason 

In  old  territorial  days  treason  was  a  crime.  Since  statehood  we 
have  been  v/ithout  a  law  making  this  a  punishable  offense.  This  is 
an  opportune  time  to  make  this  a  law. 

Teaching  Patriotism  in  School 

The  courses  of  study  in  our  educational  institutions,  both  public 
and  private,  should  be  so  revised  ?s  to  require  the  teaching  of 
patriotism  and  the  singing  of  patriotic  songs  and  the  reading  of 
patriotic  addresses  and  the  study  of  the  lives  of  our  great  Americans 
for  a  given  period  per  school  day  or  per  school  week. 

There  should  be  no  substitute  for  the  English  language  in  our 
public  or  private  schools.  The  young  Americans  growing  up  should 
first  learn  the  language  of  this  country.  Our  compulsory  education 
law  should  be  better  enforced  and  it  should  provide  more  specifically 
that  teachers  in  private  schools  be  competent  in  the  English  language. 

I  do  not  mean  - by  this  that  the  teaching  of  other  languages 
should  be  barred  in  our  higher  institutions  of  learning.  English 
must  be  first  but  the  instruction  in  other  languages  is  proper  and 
will  be  of  educational  advantage  both  during  the  war  and  after  its 
close. 

Further,  the  law  requiring  the  flag  to  be  displayed  on  our 
public  school  buildings  should  be  amended  so  it  can  be  better 
enforced. 
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Crime,  Sabotage  and  Violence 

We  are  confronted  with,  a  grave  and  serious  menace  to  prop- 
erty interests,  if  not  to  the  lives  of  our  citizens,  from  those  who 
teach  or  advocate  the  doctrine  that  social,  economic,  industrial,  or 
political  ends  may  be  accomplished  by  cr.me,  sabotage,  violence, 
terrorism  or  other  means. 

Appropriate  laws  should  be  passed  to  curb  this  evil  and  pro- 
vision should  be  mad©  to  make  the  punishment  fit  the  crime. 

Home  Guai'd  Provision 

There  are  enlisted  in  the  volunteer  organization  known  as  the 
Home  Guard  75  00  of  the  best  men  of  our  states.  They  have  rur- 
nished-  then-  own  supplies,  given  their  time  without  compensation 
for  the  protection  of  life  and  property.  I  recommend  that  this 
organization  be  given  a  legal  status  and  placed  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Adjutant  General  and  that  the  necessary  means  be  pro- 
vided for  making  this  organization  effective. 

Whereas,  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  the  legal  right  of  county 
and  municipal  organizations  to  contribute  to  the  aid  of  the  various 
civic  and  semi-military  organizations  recognized  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. I  recommend  that  our  laws  be  so  changed  as  to  per- 
mit counties  and  municinalities  to  contribute  to  the  support  of 
the  Home  Guard,  the  Red  Cross  and  other  organizations  assisting 
the  government  in  the  winning  of  the  war  and  also  that  appropria- 
tions or  tax  levies  already  made  be  legalized. 

And  let  it  be  plainly  borne  in  mind  by  this  legislature  that 
these  acts  of  county  commissioners  and  governing  bodies  of  muni- 
cipalities were  not  acts  of  a  governing  body  of  men  who  sought  to 
arrogate  to  themselves  illegal  authority  or  to  trample  underfoot 
the  wishes,  desires  or  rignts  of  individual  citizens,  but  these  things 
were  done  because  of  a  vigorous  and  patriotic  public  demand. 

State  Council  of  Defense 
At  the  beginning  of  the  war,  which  was  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  legislature  1  appointed  a  State  Council  of  Defense.  These 
men  have  at  a  great  sacrifice  done  much  necessary  work  without 
any  compensation  and  in  many  cases  have  paid  their  own  expenses. 
As  there  was  no  money  whatever  available  even  for  postage  they 
borrowed  $5000.00  last  summer  at  my  suggestion.  Only  $2000.00 
of  this  has  so  far  been  expended  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  it 
has  been  impossible  for  tnem  to  perform  the  work  in  the  most 
efficient  manner.  I  recommend  that  the  State  Council  be  legalized 
by  an  act  of  this  legislature  and  that  suitable  appropriation  be  made 
to  carry  on  its  work  as  well  as  to  pay  the  indebtedness  already 
incurred. 

Prohibition  Amendment 
Congress  has  recently  submitted  an  amendment  to  the  Federal 
Constitution  providing  for  nation-wide  prohibition.  It  has  already 
been  ratified  by  several  states.  1  recommend  its  early  ratification 
by  this  body.  As  this  is  alreadv  a  prohibition  state  and  the  plan 
is  popular  ard  working  out  well  I  hope  it  will  receive  a  unanimous 
vote  in  both  houses. 

1  hope  that  before  this  amendment  becomes  effective  Congress 
will  adoDt  D  national  wartime  prohibition  law,  in  order  that  the  grain 
now  used  in  the  manufacture  of  liquor  may  be  used  for  food  pro- 
ducts to  feed  our  soldiers  at  the  front  as  well  as  the  folks  at  home. 
It  would  be  of  material  help  in  food  conservation  and  South 
Dakota  will  heartily  approve  of  such  action. 
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Corrupt  Practice  Liaw 

Five  years  ago  South  Dakota  passed  a  very  stringent  corrupt 
practice  law  to  prevent  the  corrupt  use  of  money  for  carrying 
elections  and  also  limiting  the  amount  of  expenditure  of  each  can- 
didate. Unfortunately  its  main  provisions  do  not  apply  to  candi- 
dates nominated  by  petition  after  the  primary  election.  The  law 
should  be  so  amended  as  to  apply  to  all  candidates  for  office. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Code  Commission  is  now  at  work 
codifying  our  laws  and  that  our  laws  will  all  be  reprinted  in  the 
near  future  I  have  suggested  certain  changes  which  might  otherwise 
have  waited  until  the  next  regular  session. 

Deficiency  At  Institutions 

Owing  to  the  unexpected  advance  in  the  price  of  coal  and  other 
material,  as  well  as  labor,  a  deficiency  is  apparent  at  several  of  the 
state  institutions.  In  several  cases  1  have  already  found  it  necessary 
to  issue  emergency  warrants.  A  list  of  these  has  been  submitted  to 
the  appropriation  committee.  I  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  off  pro- 
viding the  money  to  take  care  of  these  matters.  The  emergency 
warrant  plan  has  been  good  as  far  as  taking  care  of  small  defi- 
ciencies but  they  are  simply  means  of  borrowing  money  and  in  each 
case  the  olficials  are  compelled  to  sign  notes  for  the  amounts.  When 
it  comes  to  larges  amounts  the  plan  is  impractical  and  even  im- 
possible. 

Live  Stock  Marketing 

1  have  recently  had  an  investigation  made  of  the  cost  to  South 
Dakota  live  stock  raisers  of  marketing  their  stock  at  the  Sioux  City 
and  South  St.  Paul  markets.  Several  hundred  thousand  dollars  are 
paid  each  year  in  commissions  for  the  marketing  of  live  stock  from 
this  state.  This  investigation  leads  me  to  believe  that  it  may  be 
the  practical  business  thing  to  place  representatives  of  the  state 
marketing  department  at  these  two  points  to  buy  and  sell  for  our 
live  sock  raisers.  However,  before  making  a  definite  recommenda- 
tion, I  would  want  further  information,  and  to  this  end  have  asked 
the  Packing  House  and  Terminal  Elevator  Commission  provided  by 
you  at  the  last  session  to  go  thoroughly  into  the  matter.  It  is  my 
hope  that  through  the  work  of  this  Commission  and  the  information 
it  secures  by  the  next  session  I  may  make  recommendations  which 
will  be  of  great  value  to  our  people. 

A  deep  sense  of  public  obligation  has  led  me  to  urge  your  con- 
sideration, and  the  enactment  into  law,  of  measures  providing  for 
these  various  emergencies.  They  present  the  extraordinary  occasion 
to  meet  the  exigencies  of  which  the  Legislature  has,  under  the  Con- 
stitution, been  convened  in  special  session.  I  feel  that  your  atten- 
tion should  be  directed  toward  emergency  legislation  and  limited 
to  same. 

It  is  my  continued  earnest  desire  to  cooperate  with  you  fully 
and  in  every  possible  way.  Let  us  retain  our  breadth  of  vision  and 
recall  that  our  purpose  is  high  and  seeks  the  ultimate  good. 

This  to  the  end  that  South  Dakota  may  do  her  part  in  causing 
to  cease  once  and  for  all  time  the  designs  of  the  strong  for  the 
subjugation  of  the  weak;  that  she  may  maintain  her  rightful  rank 
in  the  forward  move  for  a  better  future  for  the  whole  of  mankind, 
and  that  she  may  participate  in  making  possible  the  happiness  and 
independence  of  all  nations  and  peoples. 

Mr.  Swanson  offered  the  following  concurrent  resolution,  and 
moved  its  adoption. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
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of  South  Daokta,  the  Senate  concurring,  that  the  public  printer  be 
instructed  to  contract  for  the  printing  of  fifteen  thousand  (15,000) 
copies  of  the  message  of  the  Governor,  delivered  to  the  Legislature 
in  Joint  Session,  to  be  distributed  among  the  members  of  the 
Legislature,  the  various  state  officers  and  the  citizens  of  the  State, 
and  five  thousand  (5,000)  copies  to  be  distributed  among  the  South 
Dakota  soldiers  in  France  and  in  the  various  camps  and  canton- 
ments of  the  United  States,  and  an  additional  5,000  copies  for  use 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  state.  Which  motion  prevailed. 
Mr.  Marvick  moved 

That  the  Joint  Session  be  now  dissolved.  Which  motion  pre- 
vailed, and  the  Senate  retired.

INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS,  JOINT  RESOLUTIONS  AND 
MEMORIALS 

Mr.  Swanson  introduced 
House  Joint  Resolution  No.  1. 

A  Joint  Resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring,  in  special  session  at  the  State  Capitol  at  Pierre,  South 
Dakota,  on  March  18,  1918,  that  we,  for  ourselves  and  for  the 
people  of  South  Dakota  whom  we  represent,  do  heartily  endorse  the 
address  made  by  President  Wilson  wherein  he  defined,  from  an 
American  point  of  view,  the  Peace  Terms  of  the  World.  Being 
deeply  conscious  that  it  is  our  duty  not  only  to  defend  our  rights  as 
a  nation,  but  to  defend  also  the  rights  of  free  men  throughout  the 
world,  we  do  solemnly  pledge  to  our  National  Government  our 
earnest  cooperation  and  unqualified  support  to  the  utmost  extent  of 
our  resources  in  this  concerted  effort  upon  the  part  of  the  civilized 
and  humanized  Nations  to  make  the  world  safe  for  Democracy.  Be 
it  Further  Resolved:  That  we  urge  the  stock  raisers  and  food 
producers  of  South  Dakota  to  exert  every  effort  to  intensify  their 
production  of  food,  to  the  end  that  our  state  may  do  its  full  share 
in  supplying  food  for  our  brave  men  in  the  army  and  navy,  thus 
more  fully  assisting  in  the  prosecution  to  a  successful  and  happy 
conclusion  of  this,  the  greatest  of  wars  ever  waged  since  time  began. 
Be  it  Further  Resolved:  That  we  urge  upon  our  Congressman  and 
Senators  representing  the  people  of  South  Dakota  at  the  National 
Capitol,  that  they  cooperate,  to  the  fullest  extent,  with  our  President 
in  this  most  trying  and  exacting  hour,  that  he  may,  through  their 
sympathy  and  active  cooperation,  do  his  full  share  as  represntative 
of  these  United  States  and  render  to  our  loyal  Allies  and  associates 
such  assistance  as  shall  speedly  permit  the  Ships  of  Democracy  to 
cast  anchor  in  the  Harbor  of  World  Peace.  Be  it  Further  Resolved: 
That  one  copy  of  these  resolutions  he  sent  to  President  Wilson;  and

A  Joint  Resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring,  in  special  session  at  the  State  Capitol  at  Pierre,  South 
Dakota,  on  March  18,  1918,  that  we,  for  ourselves  and  for  the 
people  of  South  Dakota  whom  we  represent,  do  heartily  endorse  the 
address  made  by  President  Wilson  wherein  he  defined,  from  an 
American  point  of  view,  the  Peace  Terms  of  the  World.  Being 
deeply  conscious  that  it  is  our  duty  not  only  to  defend  our  rights  as 
a  nation,  but  to  defend  also  the  rights  of  free  men  throughout  the 
world,  we  do  solemnly  pledge  to  our  National  Government  our 
earnest  cooperation  and  unqualified  support  to  the  utmost  extent  of 
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our  resources  in  this  concerted  effort  upon  the  part  of  the  civilized 
and  humanized  Nations  to  make  the  world  safe  for  Democracy.  He 
it  Further  Resolved:  That  we  urge  the  stock  raisers  and  food 
producers  of  South  Dakota  to  exert  every  effort  to  intensify  their 
production  of  food,  to  the  end  that  our  state  may  do  its  full  share 
in  supplying  food  for  our  brave  men  in  the  army  and  navy,  thus 
more  fully  assisting  in  the  prosecution  to  a  successful  and  happy 
conclusion  of  this,  the  greatest  of  wars  ever  waged  since  time  began. 
Be  it  Further  Resolved:  That  we  urge  upon  our  Congressman  and 
Senators  representing  the  people  of  South  Dakota  at  the  National 
Capitol,  that  they  cooperate,  to  the  fullest  extent,  with  our  President 
in  this  most  trying  and  exacting  hour,  that  he  may,  through  their 
sympathy  and  active  cooperation,  do  his  full  share  as  represntatlve 
of  these  United  States  and  render  to  our  loyal  Allies  and  associates 
such  assistance  as  shall  speedly  permit  the  Ships  of  Democracy  to 
cast  anchor  in  the  Harbor  of  World  Peace.  Be  it  Further  Resolved: 
That  one  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  President  Wilson;  and 
one  each  to  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Senate  and  the  the 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  both  to  be  read  before 
those  august  bodies  as  a  sincere  effort  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
South  Dakota  to  assure  our  President  and  Congress  of  our  deep 
sense  of  loyalty  and  our  fullest  cooperation  in  this  hour  of  extreme 
peril  and  maximum  endeavor  for  humanity's  sake.

A  Joint  Resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring,  in  special  session  at  the  State  Capitol  at  Pierre,  South 
Dakota,  on  March  18,  1918,  that  we,  for  ourselves  and  for  the 
people  of  South  Dakota  whom  we  represent,  do  heartily  endorse  the 
address  made  by  President  Wilson  wherein  he  defined,  from  an 
American  point  of  view,  the  Peace  Terms  of  the  World.  Being 
deeply  conscious  that  it  is  our  duty  not  only  to  defend  our  rights  as 
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a  nation,  but  to  defend  also  the  rights  of  free  men  throughout  the 
world,  we  do  solemnly  pledge  to  our  National  Government  our 
earnest  cooperation  and  unqualified  support  to  the  utmost  extent  of 
our  resources  in  this  concerted  effort  upon  the  part  of  the  civilized 
and  humanized  Nations  to  make  the  world  safe  for  Democracy.  Be 
it  Further  Resolved:  That  we  urge  the  stock  raisers  and  food 
producers  of  South  Dakota  to  exert  every  effort  to  intensify  their 
production  of  food,  to  the  end  that  our  state  may  do  its  full  share 
in  supplying  food  for  our  brave  men  in  the  army  and  navy,  thus 
more  fully  assisting  in  the  prosecution  to  a  successful  and  happy 
conclusion  of  this,  the  greatest  of  wars  ever  waged  since  time  began. 
Be  it  Further  Resolved:  That  we  urge  upon  our  Congressman  and 
Senators  representing  the  people  of  South  Dakota  at  the  National 
Capitol,  that  they  cooperate,  to  the  fullest  extent,  with  our  President 
in  this  most  trying  and  exacting  hour,  that  he  may,  through  their 
sympathy  and  active  cooperation,  do  his  full  share  as  represntative 
of  these  United  States  and  render  to  our  loyal  Allies  and  associates 
such  assistance  as  shall  speedly  permit  the  Ships  of  Democracy  to 
cast  anchor  in  the  Harbor  of  World  Peace.  Be  it  Further  Resolved:

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  your  honorable  body 
That  the  Senate  has  passed  the  following  Concurrent  Resolution: 
Be  It  Resolved,  By  the  Senate  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  South  Dakota  assembled  in  extraordinary  session  at  the  State 
Capitol,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring: 

That,  Whereas,  There  has  been  a  bill  introduced  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  "H.  R.  7795,"  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
relief  of  farmers  in  procuring  seed  grain  and  feed  for  stock  in 
certain  enumerated  northwestern  states,  of  which  South  Dakota  is 
specifically  named,  as  one  needing  such  government  aid. 

And,  Whereas,  South  Dakota  is  now  honestly  advertising  the 
prosperity  of  the  state. 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Legislature  now  in 
extraordinary  Session,  with  Representatives  present  from  all  sections 
of  the  state,  singly  and  collectively,  declare  that  to  the  best  of  their 
knowledge  and  belief  the  farmers  of  South  Dakota  are  not  asking 
for  federal  aid  to  procure  seed  and  feed;  and  that  the  state  is  amply 
able  and  willing  to  aid,  if  necessary,  and  farmer  who  needs  aid  and 
that  the  few  individual  or  isolated  cases,  that  may  exist,  if  any,  can 
and  will  be  taken  care  of,  either  by  township  or  county  aid.  And 
further,  that  the  advertising  South  Dakota  has  received  through 
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"H.  R.  7795"  has  done  her  a  great  injustice,  as  South  Dakota  has 
never  been  more  prosperous  than  now,  as  proven  by  competent 
autliority.

make  such  orders  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect,  conserve  and 
preserve  the  civil  and  property  rights  of  all  such  persons,  and  to  that 
end  may  make  such  orders  and  require  such  security  for  the  pur- 
pose thereof  and  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of  the  property 
of  such  estates  as  said  court  shall  find  to  be  reasonable  and  equit- 
able in  the  premises.

whatsoever  for  the  collection  of  any  indebtedness  or  the  recovery 
of  any  real  or  personal  property,  or  the  cancellation  of  any  con- 
tract, estate,  equity  or  interest,  or  the  foreclosure  of  any  mortgage 
or  lien,  or  for  the  determination  of  any  estate,  equity  or  interest 
in  property,  anything  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
except  that  no  such  action. or  proceeding  shall  be  commenced  against 
anv  person  actively  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States  except  as  herein  provided. 

Section  8.  In  all  cases  where  an  application  is  made  to  any 
court  that  a  pending  action  or  proceeding  be  permitted  to  run  its 
usual  course  or  to  final  determination  and  execution,  or  for  the  com- 
mencement of  any  action  or  proceeding,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
court  to  require  the  party  or  parties  making  such  application  to 
serve  copies  thereof,  and  of  any  summons,  complaint  or  other  pro- 
cess, upon  the  chairman  of  the  county  council  of  defense  of  the 
county  in  which  such  action  or  proceeding  is  pending  or  to  be 
brought,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  county  council  of  defense 
to  make  a  thorough  investigation  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
in  what  manner  the  civil  and  property  rights  and  interests  of  any 
person  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  affected,  and  to  make  a  full  and  complete  report 
of  all  findings  and  conclusions  upoon  such  investigation  to  the 
court  before  which  said  action  or  proceeding  is  pending  or  about 
to  be  commenced;  and  the  said  county  council  of  defense  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to 
appoint  in  any  or  all  of  said  cases,  an  attorney  and  counsellor  at 
law  of  high  standing  and  repute  to  appear  in  any  court  and  defend 
all  of  the  civil  and  property  rights  and  interests  of  any  such  person 
engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  it 
being  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  section  that  a  large  di- 
scretionary power  shall  be  conferred  upon  all  courts  for  the  more 
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effectual  protection,  preservation  and  conservation  of  all  of  the 
civil  and  property  rights  of  any  person  engaged  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  and  to  that  end  any  court  may 
and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make  any  order  which 
shall  be  necessary  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  act.  No  at- 
torney or  counsellor  at  law  appointed  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
to  defend  and  protect  the  civil  and  property  rights  of  any  person 
engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  receive  any  compensation  for  his  services. 

Section  9.  Any  act  or  thing  done  in  violation  of  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  this  statute  shall  be  absolutely  null  and  avoid  and  of  no

Whereas,  since  it  is  every  where  admitted  that  "food  will  win 
the  war,"  and  that  "America  must  feed  the  world"  and  that  wheat 
Is  the  most  important  food  export  for  our  army  allies,  and 

Whereas,  every  inducement  should  be  offered  and  every  assist- 
ance rendered  American  farmers  to  induce  them  to  cultivate  and 
produce  the  very  maximum  amount  of  wheat,  and 

Whereas,  the  present  price  of  wheat,  compared  with  the  price 
of  other  farm  products  is  disproportionately  low,  rendering  it  much 
more  profitable  for  the  farmer  to  devote  his  effort  and  his  acres  to 
the  production  of  other  and  non-exportable  crops;  therefore: 
Be  is  resolved   by  the   House  of  Representatives   of  the   State  of

My  dear  Sir: 

Being  informed  through  the  press  of  your  Bill  now  pending 
before  Congress,  making  the  price  $2.50  for  the  1918  production  of 
wheat.  It  is  the  writer's  opinion  that  your  price  is  about  right  and 
I  think  just  to  the  producers  and  consumers  and  will  inspire  a 
greater  production  for  this  year. 

The  President's  objection  in  that  the  present  holders  of  wheat 
will  not  deliver  their  holdings  and  wait  for  the  higher  price  could 
be  overcome  by  placing  a  penalty  of  fifty  cents  per  bushel,  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  war  tax,  on  all  wheat  above  seed  requirements,  not  owned 
or  controlled  by  the  Government,  on  or  after  May  first  1918. 
These  holdings  at  the  present  time  are  in  the  hands  of  possibly 
fifteen  per  cent  of  the  well-to-do  or  nonpatriotic  and  it  would  be 
pleasing  to  the  eighty-five  per  cent  who  have  already  sold,  to  see 
the  fifteen  per  cent  made  to  disgorge.  If  a  Bill  of  this  kind  was 
introduced  with  the  object  of  eliminating  the  1917  production  so  as 
to  make  it  possible  to  clear  the  decks  for  a  higher  price  for  this 
year's  crop  it  would  have  a  tendency  to  force  out  all  wheat  now 
held  whether  the  Bill  passed  or  not. 

The  writer  had  given  this  matter  much  thought  and  thinks 
drastic  measures  are  necessary  and  that  this  mode  of  procedure  will 
be  less  cumbersome  and  get  the  desired  results  better  than  any 
other  plan. 

I  thought  it  proper  to  submit  the  above  for  your  consideration 
as  I  know  you  have  the  interest  of  the  farmers  and  the  country 
at  heart.

Dear  Sir: 

The  price  of  wheat  substitutes  have  attained  a  value  out  of 
all  proportions  to  their  food  values  relative  to  the  price  of  wheat. 
I  am  not  informed  as  to  the  amount  of  barley  used  for  the  manu- 
facture of  malt  and  malt  products  but  it  seems  to  me  that  if  it  is 
any  considerable  amount,  the  manufacture  of  anv  beverage  that 
enhances  the  value  of  barley  or  other  food  products  should  at 
once  be  discontinued  by  law.  The  high  price  of  barley  and  oats  is 
going  to  increase  the  acreage  of  such  grain  at  the  expense  of 
wheat  production.  If  the  price  of  coarse  grain  is  to  be  fixed  at  a 
lower  price  relative  to  the  price  of  wheat,  the  price  of  cotton  should 
also  be  reduced.  The  northern  farmer  is  remonstrating  at  the 
maximum  price  fixed  on  wheat  with  no  consideration  to  the  price 
of  cotton  and  other  products  he  is  compelled  to  buy.  I  do  not 
wish  you  to  understand  that  I  am  finding  fault  but  is  my  thought 
that  you  should  know  just  what  the  sentiment  is  of  the  producer 
and  consumer  in  the  grain  growing  district  of  the  northwest. 

The  relative  yield  of  the  different  grains  and  present  price 
would  run  about  as  follows:  : 
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Wheat  12  bus.  per  acre  at  $2.00,  $24.00. 

Oats  40  bus.  per  acre  at  70c,  $28.00. 

Barley  30  bus.  per  acre  at  $1.60,  $48.00. 
There  is  more  hazard  and  expense  in  raising  wheat  than  any  other 
grain. 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  mailed  to  Senator  Gore 
yesterday.  I  saw  that  he  had  introduced  a  Bill  to  make  the  price 
of  wheat  $2.50  and  thought  as  the  covey  had  been  flushed  I  might 
as  well  get  the  rest  of  the  matter  out  of  my  system  and  try  and 
make  the  present  holders  of  wheat  disgourge.

I  deemed  it  necessary  to  appeal  to  you  in  regard  to  a  threatened 
disaster  to  the  food  supply  of  our  army  and  their  associates  unless 
action  drastic  and  immediate  is  taken. 

Wheat  planting  will  commence  in  less  than  ten  days  and  will 
be  completed  by  April  20th  and  unless  a  higher  price  is  made  on 
wheat,  relative  to  the  present  price  on  rye,  barley  and  other  grains; 
wheat  acreage  will  not  average  70  per  cent  of  normal  in  South 
Dakota.  At  the  present  price  the  relative  yield  per  acre  and  gross 
returns  is  about  as  follows: 

Wheat  12  bu.  per  acre,  60  lbs.  per  bus.  at  $2.20,  $26.40. 

Rye  15  bus.  per  acre,  60  lbs.  per  bus.  at  $2.90,  $43.50. 

Barley  30  bus.  per  acre,  48  lbs.  per  bus.  at  $2.35,  $70.50. 

Oats  40  bus.  per  acre,  32  lbs.  per  bus.  at  90c,  $36.00. 
There  is  more  hazard  in  raising  wheat  than  any  other  small  grain, 
consequently  everyone  will  plant  barley  and  oats. 

My  suggestion  would  be  an  immediate  penalty  at  50c  per  bus. 
placed  on  all  wheat  of  the  1917  production  above  seed  requirements 
not  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Government  on  May  15th.  This 
will  compel  the  present  holders  to  disgorge.  An  immediate 
raise  of  5  0c  per  bus.  for  1918  production  of  wheat  with  suggested

"Any  woman  having  the  qualifications  enumerated  in  Section 
1  of  this  Article,  as  to  age,  residence  and  citizenship,  shall  be 
deemed  a  qualified  elector  of  this  state  and  shall  have  all  the  rights, 
powers  and  privileges,  as  a  qualified  elector  thereof,  as  fully  as  if 
she  were  a  male  person." 

"Section  4.  That  Chapter  159  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  the  present  price  of  wheat,  compared  with  the  price 
of  other   farm   products  is  disportionately   low,   rendering   it  much 
more  profitable  for  the  farmer  to  devote  his  effort  and  his  acres  to 
the  production  of  other  and  non-exportable  crops;  therefore: 
Be  it  Resolved  by   the   House  of  Representatives   of   the   State  of

That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  urgently  petitioned 
to  fix  the  minimum  price  of  wheat  at  not  less  than  $2.50  per  bushel

Be  it  remembered,  that  on  the  18th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  One 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eighteen,  at  the  hour  of  10  o'clock 
A.  M.,  being  the  hour  and  day  named  by  His  Excellency,  Peter 
Norbeck,  Governor  of  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  for  the  convening 
of  the  Legislature  in  Special  Session,  the  Senate  was  called  to  order 
by  Lieutenant  Governor  W.  H.  McMaster  in  the  Senate  Chamber  in 
the  Capitol  in  the  City  of  Pierre,  the  seat  of  government. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Andress.

Mr.  Waters  moved 

That  the  Senate  Rules  of  the  Fifteenth  Session  be  made  the 
permanent  rules  of  this  session  and  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Joint 
Session  and  the  address  of  the  Governor  be  spread  upon  the  Senate 
Journal.     Which  motion  prevailed. 

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE 

1.  A  majority  of  the  Senate  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  or  for  less  time  than 
one  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

2.  The  Senate  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  which 
shall  be  printed  daily,  in  pamphlet  form  and  laid  upon  the  desks  of 
Senators  and  officers  the  following  morning.  The  journal  need  not  be 
read  unless  ordered  by  the  Senate,  and  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  Senate  Journal  may  be  taken  up  and  disposed  of  at  any  time. 

3.  Any  two  members  of  the  Senate  shall  have  the  liberty  to  dis- 
sent and  protest,  in  respectful  language,  against  any  act  or  resolution 
which  they  may  think  injurious  to  the  public  or  to  any  individual, 
and  have  the  reason  of  their  dissent  entered  upon  the  journal.  Pro- 
vided, That  when  objection  is  made  that  the  language  is  not  respect- 
ful, the  Senate  may  refer  the  same  back  to  the  Senator  protesting. 

4.  The  Senate  may  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behavior, 
and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected, 
expel  a  member;  and  the  reason  for  such  expulsion  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journal,  with  the  names  of  the  members  voting  on  the 
question. 

5.  The  Senate,  during  its  session,  may  punish  by  imprisonment 
any  person,  not  a  member,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  same 
by  any  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  its  presence,  but  such 
imprisonment  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  twenty-four  hours,  unless

the  person  shall  persist  in  such  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior. 

G.  The  doors  of  the  Senate  shall  be  kept  open,  except  in  such 
cases  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate  require  secrecy. 

7.  The  Senate  shall  not  adjourn,  without  the  consent  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other 
place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

8.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  its 
ofRcers,  the  Governor,  and  the  heads  of  the  Executive  Departments 
of  the  state,  Chaplains,  United  States  Senators,  Ex-United  States 
Senators,  Representatives  in  Congress,  and  Ex-Representatives  in 
Congress  from  this  state,  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court  and  District 
Court  of  the  United  States  for  South  Dakota,  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
and  Circuit  Courts  of  this  state,  Ex-Governors,  Ex-Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernors, ex-members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
this  state  shall  be  entitled  to  the  floor  of  the  Senate.  No  others  shall 
be  so  admitted  except  by  leave  of  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

HOURS  OP  MEETING 

9.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  the  regular  hour  of  meeting  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  daily,  Sunday  excepted. 

OFFICERS  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

10.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  state  shall  be  the  President 
of  the  Senate.  He  may  vote  only  when  the  Senate  is  equally  divided. 
In  all  such  cases  a  motion  for  reconsideration,  if  made  in  time,  shall 
be  in  order  from  any  Senator  who  voted  on  the  question. 

11.  The  Senate  shall  elect  a  President  pro  tempore  for  the  ses- 
sion, who  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  prerogatives  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  in  the  absence  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 

12.  The  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  in  his  absence,  the  President 
pro  tempore,  or  in  the  absence  of  both,  any  Senator  called  to  the 
chair  by  the  Senate,  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the 
hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned;  shall  immediately 
call  the  members  to  order,  and  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall 
cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read,  if  demanded  by 
a  majority  of  the  Senate. 

13.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  and 
may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  and 
shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate 
by  any  two  members,  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  except  by  leave  of  the  Senate. 

14.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

15.  He  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  sign  all  acts, 
memorials,  addresses  and  resolutions;  and  all  writs,  warrants  and 
subpoenas  that  may  be  issued  by  the  Senate  shall  be  signed  by  him 
and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

16.  Questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form,  viz:  "As  many  as 
favor  the  motion,  as  stated,  say  'Aye';  "As  many  as  are  opposed  to 
the  motion,  as  stated  say  'No.'  "  If  the  President  doubt  the  result 
of  a  vote  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide;  those 
in  the  affirmative  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats  and  remain  stand- 
ing until  counted,  and  then  those  in  the  negative  in  like  manner. 

17.  The  President  may  examine  and  correct  the  Journal  before 
it  is  read;  he  shall  have  the  general  dfrection  of  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber; he  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chair,  and  such  substitute  shall  be  vested  with  all  the 
power  of  the  president  during  the  time  he  shall  act  as  such,  and 
shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any  question  while  so  presiding, 
but  such  substitutions  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  legislative  day. 
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18.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
lobby  or  gallery,  the  President  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the 
same  to  be  cleared. 

19.  The  President  shall  assign  to  the  Sergeant  at  Arms,  and  his 
assistants  and  to  the  Messengers,  their  respective  duties  and  stations. 

20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  ot  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct 
Journal,  in  which  he  shall  seasonably  record  the  motions,  resolutions, 
rules  and  decisions  of  the  Senate,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such 
other  acts  appertaining  to  his  office  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Senate  or  its  presiding  officer. 

21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant  at  Arms  to  attend  the 
Senate  during  its  sittings,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate, 
from  time  to  time,  together  with  all  processes  issued  by  order  of  the 
Senate,  or  any  committee  thereof,  signed  by  the  President. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES 

22.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  at  each  bi-ennial  session  ap- 
point the  following  standing  committees: 

Rules — Five  members,  of  which  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall 
be  one. 

Apportionment — Fifteen  members. 
Judiciary — Nine  members. 
Elections — Nine  members. 
Food  and  Drugs — Seven  members. 

Cities  under  Commission  Form  of  Government — Seven  members. 

Telephone,  Telegraph  and  Express — Nine  members. 

Courts  and  Court  Procedure — Five  members. 

Auditing — Three  members. 

Education — Nine  members. 

State  Affairs — Nine  members. 

Ways  and  Means — Nine  members. 

Appropriations — Nine  members. 

Railroads — Nine  members. 

Federal  Relations — Seven  members. 

Counties  and  Towns — Seven  members. 

Public  Buildings — Five  members. 

Municipal  Corporations — Seven  members. 

Public  Institutions — Seven  members. 

Public  Printing — Seven  members. 

Mines  and  Mining — Seven  members. 

Agriculture — Eleven  members. 

Live  Stock — Seven  members. 

Engrossed  and  Enrolled  Bills — Five  members. 

Public  Health — Seven  members. 

Capitol  Building  and  Grounds — Seven  members.

Assessment  and  Taxation — Seven  members. 
Rural  Credits — Seven  members. 

The  first  named  member  of  a  committee  shall  be  chairman  and 
in  his  absence  or  being  excused  by  the  Senate,  the  next  named  mem- 
ber, and  so  on  as  often  as  the  case  may  happen,  shall  act  as  chair- 
man. The  reports  of  the  committee  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman 
and  be  by  him  presented  to  the  Senate,  when  the  call  for  committee 
reports  is  made.  The  signer  of  each  report  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  accuracy  of  his  statement  therein,  and  the  propriety  of  its  lan- 
guage, and  when  the  same  shall  be  under  consideration  shall  give 
further  information  regarding  said  report,  in  answer  to  the  questions 
of  any  Senator. 

The  following  named  committees  shall  have  leave  to  report  at 
any  time  on  the  matters  herein  stated,  viz:  The  committee  on  rules, 
the  committee  on  elections,  and  the  committee  on  engrossed  and 
enrolled  bills. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 

23.    The  daily  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Roll  call. 

2.  Approval  of  the  Journal. 

3.  Presentation  of  Petitions. 

4.  Report  of  standing  committees. 

5.  Reports  from  select  committees. 

6.  Consideration  of  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

After  the  preceding  order  of  business  shall  have  passed,  the  fol- 
io wing  general  order  of  business  shall  be  observed: 

1.  Messages  from  the  House  of  Representatives. 

2.  Third  reading  Senate  bills  and  joint  resolutions. 

3.  Consideration  of  reports  of  committees,  either  by  the  Senate 
or  committee  of  the  whole,  in  the  order  in  which  said  reports  are 
made. 

4.  Second  reading  of  Senate  bills  and  joint  resolutions. 

5.  Introduction  and  first  reading  of  Senate  bills  and  joint 
resolutions. 

6.  Third  reading  of  House  bills  and  joint  resolutions. 

7.  Second  reading  of  House  bills  and  joint  resolutions. 

8.  First  reading  of  House  bills  and  joint  resolutions. 

9.  Consideration  of  resolutions. 

The  item  of  unfinished  business  in  which  the  Senate  was  engaged 
at  the  last  preceding  adjournment  shall  have  the  preference  in  the 
general  order  of  business,  and  when  the  Senate  shall  have  passed 
from  one  order  to  another,  no  action  shall  be  had  upon  the  order 
passed,  except  by  leave  of  the  Senate,  and  to  give  this  leave  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members-elect  of  the  Senate  must  concur.  Provided,  that 
all  other  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be  de- 
cided by  a  majority  without  debate. 

DECORUM  AND  DEBATE 

24.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  Senate,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  address  himself  to 
"Mr.  President,"  and  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  the  chair 
and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate  and  avoid 
personalities. 

25.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  (or  otherwise)  transgresses 
the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call

iiim  to  order,  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to, 
ahall  decide  on  the  case  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor 
of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if 
otherwise,  ^nd  the  case  requires  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure 
of  the  Senate. 

26.  If  any  member  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  de- 
bate, the  person  calling  him  to  order  shall  repeat  the  words  excepted 
to,  and  they  shall  be  taken  down  by  the  Secretary,  but  no  member 
shall  be  held  to  answer  or  be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  Senate 
for  words  spoken  in  debate,  if  any  member  has  spoken  in  debate  or 
other  business  has  intervened  after  the  words  spoken  and  before 
objections  to  them  shall  have  been  taken. 

2  7.  If  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall 
name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

28.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall 
have  spoken,  nor  longer  than  five  minutes  at  any  one  time,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Senate. 

29.  While  the  President  is  putting  a  question  or  addressing  the 
Senate,  no  member  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  room,  nor  at  such 
time,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  any  member  entertain 
private  discourse,  nor,  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  be- 
tween him  and  the  chair. 

30.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Senate,  when  a  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Senate  shall,  for  special 
reasons,  excuse  him. 

31.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  question,  un- 
less within  the  bar  before  the  vote  is  announced. 

32.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question, 
no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  or  change  his  vote  after  the 
decision  is  announced  from  the  chair,  unless  by  unanimous  consent 
of  the  Senate. 

33.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  smoke  in  the  Senate  cham- 
ber, or  give  any  sign  of  approbation  or  disapprobation  while  the  Sen- 
ate is  in  session. 

CALL  OP  THE  SENATE 

34.  Any  five  Senators  may  make  a  call  of  the  Senate  and  re- 
quire absent  Senators  to  be  sent  for,  but  a  call  of  the  Senate  cannot 
be  made  after  the  voting  has  commenced.  A  call  of  the  Senate  being 
ordered,  the  doors  shall  be  closed  and  the  absentees  noted,  and  no 
Senator  permitted  to  leave  the  room  until  the  report  of  the  Sergeant 
at  Arms  be  received  and  acted  upon,  or  further  proceedings  under 
the  call  suspended,  or  the  Senate  adjourn. 

Previous  to  the  reception  of  such  report,  further  proceedings  in 
the  call  shall  not  be  suspended,  except  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Senators  present. 

REFERENCE  OP  BILLS  AND  AMENDMENTS 

35.  A  bill  may  be  referred  to  a  committee  without  reading,  but 
shall  be  read  before  being  amended  and  may  be  amended  in  every 
particular  on  second  reading.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  each  bill 
shall  be  referred  after  its  first  reading. 

36.  When  motions  are  made  for  reference  of  the  same  subject 
to  a  select  committee  and  to  a  standing  committee,  the  question  of 
reference  to  a  standing  committee  shall  be  put  first. 

37.  A  motion  to  commit,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all 
amendments  and  debate  on  the  main  question,  and  a  motion  to  post- 
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pone  indefinitely,  or  to  a  day  certain,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  on  the  main  question. 

38.  No  amendment  shall  be  in  order  at  the  third  reading  of  a 
bill,  resolution  or  motion,  requiring  three  readings,  unless  by  consent 
of  the  Senate. 

39.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that 
under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  an  amendment. 

4  0.  No  bill  shall  be  introduced  providing  for  the  amendment 
of  any  existing  statutes  or  sections  thereof,  unless  said  bill  shall 
contain  a  full  text  of  said  statute,  or  section  thereof,  as  proposed  by 
said  amendment.  For  example:  §  1.  That  Section  1,  of  Chapter  6, 
of  the  Session  Laws  of  1891,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows.    Section,  1,  Etc. 

BILLS— HOW  PASSED 

41.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  three  separate  times,  but  the  first 
and  second  reading  may  be  on  the  same  day,  and  the  second  reading 
may  be  by  title  of  the  bill,  unless  the  reading  at  length  be  demanded. 
The  first  and  third  reading  shall  be  at  length. 

42.  No  bill  shall  be  read  the  third  time  until  it  shall  have  been 
reported  as  correctly  engrossed  by  the  committee  on  engrossed  and 
enrolled  bills,  if  the  bill  has  been  amended  after  its  introduction 
such  engrossing  shall  be  typewritten. 

4  3.  No  bill  or  resolution  shall  have  its  third  reading  or  be  put 
upon  its  final  passage  until  at  least  one  day  after  the  same  has  been 
reported  to  the  Senate  by  the  committee  to  which  the  same  had  been 
referred  and  such  report  read  to  the  Senate,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Senate,  nor  shall  any  report  of  any 
standing  or  select  committee  be  acted  upon  until  at  least  one  day 
after  the  same  has  been  read  to  the  Senate  by  the  committee  to 
which  the  same  had  been  referred,  except  as  provided  by  Rule  22. 

Provided:  That  when  a  committee  reports  that  a  bill  do  pass 
without  proposing  an  amendment  thereto,  it  shall,  without  further 
action,  be  placed  on  the  calendar  for  third  reading. 

44.  On  the  final  passage  of  all  bills,  joint  resolutions  and 
memorials,  the  vote  shall  be  ayes  and  noes,  upon  each  separately, 
and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal,  and  no  bill  shall  become  a 
law  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  the  senators-elect. 

4  5.  Emergency  Section:  When  an  emergency  is  expressed  in 
the  preamble  or  body  of  an  act  as  a  reason  why  such  act  should  take 
effect  prior  to  ninety  days  next  after  the  adjournment  of  the  session 
at  which  it  was  passed,  and  when  such  act  contains  a  clause  or  pro- 
viso fixing  such  time  prior  to  ninety  days  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  session  at  which  it  was  passed,  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the 
bill  pass?"  and  if  decided  affirmatively  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members-elect  to  the  Senate,  then  the  bill  shall  be  deemed 
passed,  but  if  upon  such  a  vote  less  than  two-thirds  and  more  than 
a  majority  of  said  members  vote  affirmatively  on  said  question,  then 
the  vote  on  said  bill  shall  be  deemed  reconsidered,  and  the  bill  sub- 
ject to  amendment  by  striking  out  such  part  thereof  as  expresses  an 
^  emergency  and  the  time  of  taking  effect,  and  then  the  said  bill  shall 
be  under  consideration,  upon  its  final  passage  with  the  emergency 
clause  and  time  of  taking  effect  taken  out. 

AYES  AND  NOES 

46.  At  the  request  of  two  senators  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be 
taken  on  any  question  and  entered  on  the  Journal. 
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RESOLUTIONS 

47.  All  resolutions  and  petitions  shall  lie  on  the  table  one  day 
and  be  then  referred.  All  resolutions  involving  the  expenditure  of 
money  shall  be  reported  upon  before  being  considered. 

AMENDMENTS 

48.  When  a  motion  or  proposition  is  under  consideration,  a 
motion  to  amend  and  a  motion  to  amend  that  amendment  shall  be  in 
order,  and  it  shall  also  be  in  order  to  offer  a  further  amendment  by 
way  of  a  substitute,  which  substitute  shall  not  be  subject  to  further 
amendment. 

MOTIONS — THEIR  PRECEDENCE,  ETC. 

4  9.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  and  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

50.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President 
or  any  member  desire  it. 

51.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated 
by  the  President,  or  being  in  writing,  shall  be  handed  to  the  Secre- 
tary, and  read  aloud  before  debate. 

52.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be 
deemed  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate  before  decision. 

53.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but: 

To  adjourn. 

To  call  the  Senate. 

To  lay  on  the  table,  but  laying  a  motion  to  amend  upon  the 
table  shall  not  carry  with  it  the  subject  matter  under  consideration. 
The  previous  question. 
To  postpone  indefinitely. 
To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 
To  commit. 
To  amend. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence,  in  the  order  in 
which  they  stand  arranged. 

54.  A  motion  for  adjournment  shall  always  be  in  order,  except 
when  the  roll  is  being  called,  and  the  said  motion,  and  also  the  mo- 
tion to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

If  a  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  or  indefinitely,  or  to 
commit,  be  decided  in  the  negative,  it  shall  not  again  be  allowed 
at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

55.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  shall 
have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend,  and  if  carried,  shall  be 
deemed  equivalent  to  the  rejection  of  the  bill. 

5  6.  When  blanks  are  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or  times 
are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be  put  on  the  largest  sum  and 
the  longest  time. 

57.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  same  divided,  but  on  motioii  to  strike  out  and 
insert,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  move  for  a  division  of  the  question, 
but  the  rejection  of  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition 
shall  not  prevent  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  a  different 
proposition. 

RECONSIDERATION 

58.  When  a  question  has  been  decided  by  the  Senate,  any  Sen- 
ator voting  with  the  prevailing  side  may,  on  the  same  day  or  the 
next  day  of  actual  session  thereafter,  move  a  reconsideration;  and  if 
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the  Senate  shall  refuse  to  reconsider,  or  upon  reconsideration  shall 
affirm  its  first  decision,  no  further  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  in 
order  unless  by  unanimous  consent.  Every  motion  to  reconsider 
shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  and  may  be  laid  on  the  table 
without  affecting  the  question  in  reference  to  which  th^  same  is 
made,  which  shall  be  a  final  disposition  of  the  motion. 

When  a  bill,  resolution,  report,  amendment,  order  or  message 
upon  which  a  vote  has  been  taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Senate  and  been  communicated  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, the  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
motion  to  request  the  House  to  return  the  same;  which  last  motion 
shall  be  acted  upon  immediately,  and  without  debate,  and  if  deter- 
mined in  the  negative,  shall  be  a  final  disposition  of  the  motion  to 
reconsider. 

59.  Upon  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  on  the  final  passage 
of  any  bill,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  erected  shall  be  required  to 
reconsider  the  same. 

60.  If  a  bill  shall  fail  to  pass  on  account  of  not  having  re- 
ceived the  constitutional  majority,  any  Senator  having  voted  in  the 
negative  shall  have  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE 

61.  Whenever  the  Senate  determines  to  go  into  a  committee 
or  the  whole,  the  President  shall  name  one  of  the  Senators  as  chair- 
man, who  shall,  for  the  time  being,  be  invested  with  all  the  authority 
of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate. 

The  rules  observed  by  the  Senate  shall  govern,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, the  proceedings  of  the  committee  of  the  whole,  except  that  a 
Senator  may  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  and  that 
a  call  of  the  ayes  and  nays  or  for  the  previous  question  can  not  be 
made. 

PREVIOUS  QUESTION 

6  2.  The  previous  question  shall  be  stated  in  this  form:  "Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put?"  and  until  it  is  decided  shall  preclude 
all  amendments  or  debate.  When  it  is  decided  that  the  main  ques- 
tion shall  not  be  now  put,  the  main  question  shall  be  considered  as 
still  remaining  under  debate. 

63.  The  effect  of  the  main  question  being  ordered  shall  be  to 
put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote — first 
upon  all  amendments  reported  or  pending,  in  the  inverse  order  in 
which  they  are  offered.  After  a  motion  for  the  previous  question 
has  prevailed,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  move  a  call  of  the  Senate  or 
to  move  to  adjourn,  prior  to  a  decision  of  the  main  question. 

64.  The  Senate  may  at  any  time,  by  a  majority  vote,  close  all 
debate  upon  a  pending  amendment,  or  an  amendment  thereto,  and 
cause  the  question  to  be  put  thereon,  and  this  does  not  preclude 
further  amendments  or  debate  on  the  main  subject. 

65.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  altered,  suspended,  or  re- 
scinded, without  a  vc-e  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

66.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  Reed's 
Rules  of  Parliamentary  Practice  shall  govern  the  Senate  in  all  cases 
to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent 
with  t^e  standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  Senate. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS  AND  NOMINATIONS 

67.  Messages  from  the  Governor  and  communications  from 
state  officers  may  be  received  at  any  time,  except  when  the  president 
is  putting  a  question  or  the  ayes  and  nays  are  being  called,  and  upon 
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motion  may  be  considered  at  any  time.  The  consideration  of  execu- 
tive business  shall  take  place  with  closed  doors,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  present. 

6  8.  Nominations  shall  be  referred  to  a  standing  or  select  com- 
mittee. On  considering  nominations,  the  president  shall  put  the  fol- 
lowing questions:  "Does  the  Senate  advise  and  consent  to  the  nomi- 
nation of   of    County 

for  the  office  of   "  While  any  nomi- 
nation remains  with  the  Senate,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  reconsider 
any  vote  taken  thereon. 

69  Upon  the  request  in  writing  of  five  Senators,  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  entered  upon  the  Journal,  a  committee 
having  under  consideration  the  bill  mentioned  in  said  request  shall 
at  once  report  upon  said  bill  whether  with  or  without  recommenda- 
tion, and  the  bill  shall  then  be  before  the  Senate  for  disposal. 

Mr.  Stoner  moved 

That  the  President  be  authorized  to  appoint  such  employees  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  business  of  the  Senate.  Which  motion 
prevailed. 

Mr.  Amsden  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  President  of  the  Senate  be  authorized 
to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  elective  and  appointive  offices  that  he  may 
deem  necessary.

Senator  Amsden  moved

the  Governor,  to  the  rostrum.  Which  motion  prevailed,  and  Mr. 
President  appointed  Senators  Amsden  and  Hale,  and  Representatives 
Withee,  E.  W.  Anderson  and  Martin  as  such  committee. 

The  Sargeant-at-Arms  announced  the  arrival  of  his  Excellency, 
the  Governor,  Peter  Norbeck, 

After  which  the  Governor  delivered  the  following  address: 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislature: 

Under  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  the  Gov- 
ernor is  clothed  with  authority  to  convene  the  legislature  in  special 
session,  as  follows: 

"He  shall  have  power  to  convene  the  Legislature  in 
special  session  on  extraordinary  occasions." 

Following  the  adjournment  of  the  last  regular  session  of  our 
Legislature,  the  United  States,  in  the  interests  of  humanity  and 
democracy  and  for  self-defense,  entered  into  the  great  world  war. 
As  a  result,  situations  have  rapidly  changed;  conditions  new  and 
untried  surround  us;  precedents  are  found  wanting  and  we  are 
confronted  by  strange  and  unfamiliar  circumstances.  Stern  emer- 
gencies are  with  us  and  it  is  for  their  consideration  that  I  have 
called  the  legislature  into  assembly. 

We  meet  within  the  shadow  of  the  great  conflict,  and  already 
our  people  feel  the  pressure  of  the  necessities  of  war.  Thousands 
of  young  men,  with  courageous  loyalty  and  noble  patriotism,  have 
gone  forth  from  their  homes  into  our  army  and  navy  and  on  to  the 
very  battle  front;  ready,  willing  and  eager  to  make  even  the  supreme 
sacrifice  for  our  lives,  our  liberty  and  our  happiness.  Obviously,  in 
return  they  must  have  our  every  support.  All  our  resources — every- 
thing we  have — must  stand  behind  them  in  full  concentrated  strength. 
It  is  our  evident  duty  to  clothe  them,  equip  them,  feed  them,  house 
them,  as  best  we  can,  and  this  can  be  accomplished  only  by  the 
practice  of  the  most  rigid  thrift  and  economy  on  the  part  of  each 
and  every  one  of  us  here  at  home. 
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Our  first  obligation  is  to  assist  the  Nation  to  advance  with  no 
division  of  energy,  but  likewise  there  must  be  no  deterioation  of 
those  institutions  of  our  state  government  which  in  peaceful  times 
are  our  glory  and  pride. 

Soldiers  Absent  Voting  Law 

Several  thousand  of  our  boys,  qualified  electors,  are  and  will  be, 
at  the  next  general  election,  absent  from  their  regular  legal  voting 
precincts  engaged  in  the  service  of  their  country  in  other  states,  in 
foreign  lands,  and  in  the  naval  service. 

It  is  the  paramount  duty  of  this  session  to  enable  these  brave 
boys  to  cast  their  ballots  on  the  field  of  service,  as  otherwise  they 
would  be  disfranchised.  The  present  law  is  not  sufficiently  adequate 
to  permit  of  their  casting  their  ballots.  It  should  be  revised  as  to 
enable  them  to  exercise  their  rights  of  citizenship  by  voting,  not 
only  in  other  states,  but  in  foreign  countries  and  on  the  high  seas, 
for  at  least  the  period  of  the  present  conflict. 

Twine  Plant 

The  importance  of  supplying  twine  to  our  farmers  cannot  be 
overestimated.  The  state  has  a  well  equipped  plant,  large  enough 
for  all  available  labor  to  be  employed.  A  double  shift  is  now  being 
worked  and  it  requires  more  raw  material  to  supply  the  capacity. 
The  selling  price  of  state  penitentiary  twine  last  year  was  figured 
on  a  cost  price  of  sisal  of  9  Vz  cents.  The  present  year's  price  must 
be  figured  on  a  sisal  cost  of  19%  cents,  but  the  necessary  supply  can 
be  secured — in  fact,  has  been  ordered.  The  present  revolving  fund 
is  too  small  for  the  business  under  present  prices  and  an  appro- 
priation of  about  $225,000.00  should  be  made.  This  will  keep  the 
plant  going  imtil  collections  for  the  sale  of  twine  begin  to  come  in. 
There  will  really  be  no  drain  upon  the  finances  of  the  state,  for  the 
money  will  only  be  needed  for  a  few  months,  after  which  it  will 
revert  back  to  the  general  fund.  The  law  should  provide  that  the 
amount  appropriated  should  be  returned  by  January  1,  1919. 

Highways 

Extensive  road  improvement  cannot  be  undertaken  during  the 
war  owing  to  a  shortage  of  labor  as  well  as  the  higher  cost  of  con- 
struction, but  a  certain  amount  of  work  is  necessary.  Federal  aid 
is  now  available  and  many  of  the  counties  have  made  application 
for  same;  others  have  already  made  their  plans  for  construction. 

Under  the  present  requirements  of  the  federal  government  no 
aid  will  be  given  during  the  construction  of  the  highways.  The 
work  must  be  completed  before  any  federal  aid  mon^y  can  be  drawn. 

It  is,  therefore,  necessary  for  the  state  or  the  various  counties 
to  not  only  pay  their  share  of  the  construction,  but  also  to  advance 
money  for  the  entire  construction  until  such  time  as  it  will  be  re- 
funded by  the  federal  government.  This  condition  necessitates  a 
revolving  fund  which  can  be  drawn  upon  to  pay  the  government's 
share  of  building  highways.  This,  of  course,  will  be  no  drain  upon 
the  tax  payer,  for  the  money  will  be  placed  back  in  the  fund  as 
soon  as  it  is  received  from  Washington.  This  fund  will  of  necessity 
have  to  be  quite  large. 

We  have  no  law  under  which  road  work  can  be  done  in  un- 
organized counties.  There  is  some  money  available  for  their  use.  I 
recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  providing  for  the  appointment  of 
highway  boards  in  such  counties.  The  services  of  good  men  can  be 
secured  who  will  gladly  supervise  this  work,  for  the  period  of  the 
war,  at  least,  without  compensation. 
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Fraudulent  Insurance  Policies 

South  Dakota  is  exceptionally  well  protected  against  fraudulent 
insurance  policies,  for  most  of  them  are  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  insurance  department.  There  seems  to  be  an  omission  in  the 
law  by  which  health  and  accident  policies  are  exempt  from  control. 
Policies  of  this  kind  are  now  being  sold  and  grossly  misrepresented 
to  the  point  where  fraud  is  practiced  upon  the  purchaser.  Under 
our  law  the  insurance  department  is  unable  to  stop  their  sale.  I 
recommend  that  the  authority  of  the  department  be  extended  to 
include  health  and  accident  policies. 

Rural  Credits 

The  success  of  the  South  Dakota  state  rural  credit  plan  has 
exceeded  the  expectation  of  the  most  enthusiastic  advocates.  Since 
the  rural  credit  law  went  into  effect,  rural  credit  bonds  in  the  sum 
total  of  $2,500,000  have  been  issued  and  sold.  713  applications, 
coming  from  52  counties  and  amounting  to  $2,753,970,  have  been 
received,    and   action   has   been   taken   upon   these   applicatiouEr  as 


follows: 

37  applications  have  been  rejected  on  account  of  not 

coming  within  the  Act,  amounting  to   $  157,450.00 

238  applications  have  been  closed  and  amount  to  ....  1,001,750.00 

111  applications  have  been  approved  and  are  awaiting 

abstracts  and  closing,  amounting  to    433,800.00 

32  7  applications  are  on  hand  for  investigation  and 
action  of  the  Board,  having  come  in  during  the 

last  30  days,  amounting  to    1,160,970.00 


Total  applications  received   $  2,753,970.00 

Less  amount  rejected    157,450.00 


$  2,596,520.00 

The  average  loan  is  $3862.00. 

It  is  already  apparent  that  slight  changes  in  the  law  will  have 
to  be  made,  owing  to  war  conditions  that  have  changed  the  money 
market  since  the  last  session  of  the  legislature. 

The  law  provides  that  the  state  must  in  no  event  pay  more  than 
5  %  for  money  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  re-loaning.  •  We  have 
now  reached  the  point  where  it  will  probably  be  impossible  to  get 
more  money  for  4  3-4%,  and  the  sale  of  the  next  liberty  loan  may 
send  interest  rates  up  to  5%  or  more.  If  it  goes  above  5%,  the 
whole  credits  plan  will  have  come  to  a  standstill. 

I  recommend  that  the  law  be  changed  so  as  to  permit  the  board 
to  borrow  money  at  current  rates.  Also  that  the  law  be  changed  so 
as  to  permit  the  loaning  of  same  at  one-half  of  one  per  cent  above 
what  the  state  pays  for  the  money.  The  present  law  is  three^fourths 
of  one  per  cent. 

Banking  Department 

The  banking  department  recommends  that  the  law  be  changed 
so  that  state  banks  can  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  federal 
government  the  same  as  national  banks  in  securing  deposits. 

The  people  are  again  responding  to  the  call  for  buying  liberty 
bonds.  A  large  part  of  the  work  of  soliciting  falls  upon  the  state 
banks.  Under  the  present  law  they  are  not  permitted  to  hold  the 
money  even  while  it  is  idle,  for  the  reason  that  the  Treasury  De- 
partment requires  collateral  security  to  be  put  up  for  the  deposits, 
and  this  is  forbidden  by  the  South  Dakota  banking  laws.  In  my 
opinion  the  federal  banking  laws  are  unnecessarily  strict.  However,. 
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to  meet  the  requirements,  the  state  law  should  be  changed  so  as  to 
give  the  state  banks  the  same  privileges  that  the  national  banks 
now  have. 

Many  agents  are  now  at  work  in  this  state  selling  savings  con- 
tracts, investment  certificates,  shares  of  stock,  and  other  obligations. 
I  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  placing  these  sales  under  the 
supervision  of  the  banking  department  in  order  that  they  may  be 
prohibited  and  regulated  as  may  be  found  necessary.  Many  of  them 
are  unfair  contracts  and  work  fraud  upon  the  public. 

Schooi  and  Public  Lands  Department 
This  department  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  land  on  the  Galena  Creek  bottoms  in  the  state 
forest.  There  is  a  double  purpose.  First,  this  land  is  needed  as  a 
home  ranch  for  the  land  department  forest  rangers,  who  are  protect- 
ing these  vast  properties  of  the  state  against  fire,  and  who  are 
supervising  the  selling  of  timber.  17,000,000  feet  of  over-ripe  state 
timber  located  on  the  upper  Galena  Creek  was  sold  two  years  ago  to 
the  Warren-Lamb  Lumber  Company.  That  timber  can  be  reached 
only  by  a  narrow  gauge  logging  railroad  to  be  constructed  by  the 
contractor  over  the  only  available  inlet  across  the  land  already 
selected  for  this  purpose.  The  owners  refuse  to  sell  a  right  of  way, 
but  are  willing  to  sell  the  land  at  reasonable  prices.  I  recommend 
that  this  money  be  appropriated  for  these  purposes. 

Tax  Commission 

The  vx^ork  of  the  Tax  Commission  has  been  very  commendable. 
Its  success  in  securing  the  inheritance  tax  from  non-residents  has 
been  especially  gratifying. 

The  1915  law  now  in  effect  placed  the  collection  of  inheritance 
taxes  under  the  charge  of  the  Tax  Commission.  From  July  1,  1915, 
to  October  1,  1917,  two  years  and  three  months,  there  was  collected 
$259,296.74. 

The  total  amount  collected  for  the  ten  years  preceding  July  1st, 
1915,  was  $108,300.41. 

Excess  collected  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission in  two  years  and  three  months  over  the  previous  ten  years 
$150,996.33. 

About  $85,000.00  was  collected  from  the  Wm.  Deering  estate 
of  Chicago.  Wm.  Deering  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  owner 
of  a  large  amount  of  farm  mortgages  in  South  Dakota. 

At  the  request  of  the  Tax  Commission  I  suggest  that  the  law 
be  amended  so  as  to  make  it  impossible  for  any  estate  to  escape  an 
inheritance  tax.  This  can  be  done  by  requiring  the  administrators 
of  foreign  estates  to  secure  from  the  State  Tax  Commission  a  receipt 
showing  tha  inheritance  taxes  are  paid  and  to  file  a  copy  of  same 
with  the  register  of  deeds  prior  to  assigning  or  satisfying  mortgages. 

Fuel  Supply 

Our  state  has  been  most  unfortunately  situated  in  regard  to  coal 
and  of  late  conditions  have  become  much  worse.  We  have  always 
been  shipping  our  coal  in  from  eastern  states,  averaging  more  than 
a  thousand  mile  haul.  Coal  mines  are  operated  to  the  west  of  us 
both  in  Wyoming  and  Montana  but  the  freight  rates,  although  the 
haul  is  shorter,  have  been  prohibitory.  After  a  strenuous  five  years' 
fight  the  South  Dakota  Railroad  Commission  has  secured  a  material 
reduction  in  rates  which  under  the  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  went  into  effect  March  1st. 

The  demand  for  coal  has  been  great  and  the  prices  have  already 
been  raised  at  western  mines.     The  combination  of  large  capital 
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finds  it  so  easy  to  regulate  prices  that  in  many  cases  the  law  of 
supply  and  demand  is  inoperative.  We  have  large  coal  deposits  in 
the  northwestern  part  of  our  own  state  and  larger  fields  just  across 
the  border  in  North  Dakota  easily  accessible  to  the  railroads.  I, 
therefore,  recommend  that  a  constitutional  amendment  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  of  the  state  giving  the  state  full  authority  to 
buy  and  operate  coal  mines.  The  Constitution  at  the  present  time 
permits  the  opening  and  operating  of  coal  mines  only  on  "state 
land"  but  this  provision  is  so  limited  as  to  make  it  inoperative. 
There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  state  could  furnish  coal  at 
much  lower  prices  than  are  now  paid  and  certainly  it  would  intro- 
duce the  element  of  competition  into  the  coal  trade  again  and  tend 
to  give  us  both  eastern  and  western  coal  at  lower  prices  and  protect 
us  in  the  future  from  a  holp-up  such  as  we  have  endured  during 
the  lait  year. 

Citizens,  Only,  Should  Vote 

Under  our  present  constitution  those  who  have  declared  their 
intention  to  become  citizens  have  enjoyed  practically  all  the  rights 
of  citizens,  including  holding  offices  of  public  trust.  In  som  eplaces 
they  have  held  such  positions  for  a  great  many  years,  yet  now  claim 
exemption  from  military  service  on  the  grounds  that  they  are  aliens. 
I  recommend  that  the  Equal  Suffrage  Amendment  now  pending,  be 
amended  so  as  to  require  full  citizenship  as  a  basis  for  all  suffrage. 

Constitutional  Amendments 

It  has  been  claimed  that  there  is  a  conflict  between  some  amend- 
ments submitted  at  the  last  legislature.  The  claim  as  to  conflict 
or  irregularity  are  grossly  misrepresented.  Good  lawyers  insist  that 
there  is  no  conflict  or  chance  of  conflict,  bu  twhereas  these  amend- 
ments relate  to  the  same  article  of  the  Constitution  I  suggest  that 
this  is  an  opportune  time  to  change  them  so  that  there  can  be  no 
misundersanding  on  the  part  of  anyone.  It  is  of  great  importance 
that  all  amendments  be  submitted  in  such  a  clear  form  as  to  be 
easily  understood  by  every  voter. 

Treason 

In  old  territorial  days  treason  was  a  crime.  Since  statehood  we 
have  been  without  a  law  m.aking  this  a  punishable  offense.  This  is 
an  opportune  time  to  make  this  a  law. 

Teaching  Patriotism  in  School 

The  course?  of  study  in  our  educational  institutions,  both  public 
and  private,  should  be  so  revised  as  to  require  the  teaching  of 
patriotism  and  the  singing  of  patriotic  songs  and  the  reading  of 
patriotic  addresses  and  the  study  of  the  lives  of  our  great  Americans 
for  a  given  period  per  school  day  or  per  school  week. 

There  should  be  no  substitute  for  the  English  language  in  our 
public  or  private  schools.  The  young  Americans  growing  up  should 
first  learn  the  language  of  this  country.  Our  compulsory  education 
law  should  be  better  enforced  and  it  should  provide  more  specifically 
that  teachers  in  private  schools  be  competent  in  the  English  language. 

I  do  not  mean  by  this  that  the  teaching  of  other  languages 
should  be  barred  in  our  higher  institutions  of  learning.  English 
must  be  first  but  the  instruction  in  other  languages  is  proper  and 
will  be  of  educational  advantage  both  during  the  war  and  after  its 
close. 

Further,  the  law  requiring  the  flag  to  be  displayed  on  our 
public  school  buildings  should  be  amended  so  it  can  be  better 
enforced.

Crime,  Sabotage  and  Violence 

We  are  confronted  with  a  grave  and  serious  menace  to  prop- 
erty interests,  if  not  to  the  lives  of  oar  citizens,  from  those  who 
teach  or  advocate  the  doctrine  tiiat  social,  economic,  industrial,  or 
political  ends  may  be  accomplished  by  cr.me,  sabotage,  violence, 
terrorism  or  other  means. 

Appropriate  laws  should  be  passed  to  curb  this  evil  and  pro- 
vision should  be  made  to  make  the  punishment  fit  the  crime. 

Home  Guard  Provision 

There  are  enlisted  in  the  volunteer  organization  known  as  the 
Home  Guard  7500  of  the  best  men  of  our  states.  They  have  fur- 
nished their  own  supplies,  given  their  time  without  compensation 
for  the  protection  of  life  and  property.  I  recommend  that  this 
organization  be  given  a  legal  status  and  placed  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Adjutant  General  and  that  the  necessary  means  be  pro- 
vided for  making  this  organization  effective. 

Whereas,  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  the  legal  right  of  county 
and  municipal  organizations  to  contribute  to  the  aid  of  the  various 
civic  and  semi-military  organizations  recognized  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. 1  recommend  that  our  laws  be  so  changed  as  to  per- 
mit counties  and  municipalities  to  contribute  to  the  support  of 
the  Home  Guard,  the  Red  Cross  and  other  organizations  assisting 
the  government  in  the  winning  of  the  war  and  also  that  appropria- 
tions or  tax  levies  already  made  be  legalized. 

And  let  it  be  plainly  borne  in  mind  by  this  legislature  that 
these  acts  of  county  commissioners  and  governing  bodies  of  muni- 
cipalities were  not  acts  of  a  governing  body  of  men  who  sought  to 
arrogate  to  themselves  illegal  authority  or  to  trample  underfoot 
the  wishes,  desires  or  rignts  of  individual  citizens,  but  these  things 
were  done  because  of  a  vigorous  and  patriotic  public,  demand. 

State  Council  of  Defense 
At  the  beginning  of  the  war,  which  was  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  legislature  I  appointed  a  State  Council  of  Defense.  These 
men  have  at  a  great  sacrifice  done  much  necessary  work  without 
any  compensation  and  in  many  cases  have  paid  their  own  expenses. 
As  there  was  no  money  whatever  available  even  for  postage  they 
borrowed  $5000.00  last  summer  at  my  suggestion.  Only  $2000.00 
of  this  has  so  far  been  expended  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  it 
has  been  impossible  for  them  to  perform  the  work  in  the  most 
efficient  manner.  I  recommend  that  the  State  Council  be  legalized 
by  an  act  of  this  legislature  and  that  suitable  appropriation  be  made 
to  carry  on  its  work  as  well  as  to  pay  the  indebtedness  already 
incurred. 

Prohibition  Amendment 

Congress  has  recently  submitted  an  amendment  to  the  Federal 
Constitution  providing  for  nation-wide  prohibition.  It  has  already 
been  ratified  by  several  states.  1  recommend  its  early  ratification 
by  this  body.  As  this  is  alreadv  a  prohibition  state  and  the  plan 
is  popular  and  working  out  well  I  hope  it  will  receive  a  unanimous 
vote  in  both  houses. 

1  hope  that  before  this  amendment  becomes  effective  Congress 
will  adopt  a  national  wartime  prohibition  law,  in  order  that  the  grain 
now  used  in  the  manufacture  of  liquor  may  be  used  for  food  pro- 
ducts to  feed  our  soldiers  at  the  front  as  well  as  the  folks  at  home. 
It  would  be  of  material  help  in  food  conservation  and  South 
Dakota  will  heartily  approve  of  such  action. 
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Corrupt  Practice  Law 

Five  years  ago  South  Dakota  passed  a  very  stringent  corrupt 
practice  law  to  prevent  the  corrupt  use  of  money  for  carrying 
elections  and  also  limiting  the  amount  of  expenditure  of  each  can- 
didate. Unfortunately  its  main  provisions  do  not  apply  to  candi- 
dates nominated  by  petition  after  the  primary  election.  The  law 
should  be  so  amended  as  to  apply  to  all  candidates  for  ofRce. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Code  Commission  is  now  at  work 
codifying  our  laws  and  that  our  laws  will  all  he  reprinted  in  the 
near  future  I  have  suggested  certain  changes  which  might  otherwise 
have  waited  until  the  next  regular  session. 

Deficiency  At  Institutions 

Owing  to  the  unexpected  advance  in  the  price  of  coal  and  other 
material,  as  well  as  labor,  a  deficiency  is  apparent  at  several  of  the 
state  institutions.  In  several  cases  1  have  already  found  it  necessary 
to  issue  emergency  warrants.  A  list  of  these  has  been  submitted  to 
the  appropriation  committee.  I  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  off  pro- 
viding the  money  to  take  care  of  these  matters.  The  emergency 
warrant  plan  has  been  good  as  far  as  taking  care  of  small  defi- 
ciencies but  they  are  simply  means  of  borrowing  money  and  in  each 
case  the  officials  are  compelled  to  sign  notes  for  the  amounts.  When 
it  comes  to  larges  amounts  the  plan  is  impractical  and  even  im- 
possible. 

Live  Stock  Marketing 

1  have  recently  had  an  investigation  made  of  the  cost  to  South 
Dakota  live  stock  raisers  of  marketing  their  stock  at  the  Sioux  City 
and  South  St.  Paul  markets.  Several  hundred  thousand  dollars  are 
paid  each  year  in  commissions  for  the  marketing  of  live  stock  from 
this  state.  This  investigation  leads  me  to  believe  that  it  may  be 
the  practical  business  thing  to  place  representatives  of  the  state 
marketing  department  at  these  two  points  to  buy  and  sell  for  our 
live  sock  raisers.  However,  before  making  a  definite  recommenda- 
tion, I  would  want  further  information,  and  to  this  end  have  asked 
the  Packing  House  and  Terminal  Elevator  Commission  provided  by 
you  at  the  last  session  to  go  thoroughly  into  the  matter.  It  is  my 
hope  that  through  the  work  of  this  Commission  and  the  information 
it  secures  by  the  next  session  I  may  make  recommendations  which 
will  be  of  great  value  to  our  people. 

A  deep  sense  of  public  obligation  has  led  me  to  urge  your  con- 
sideration, and  the  enactment  into  law,  of  measures  providing  for 
these  various  emergencies.  They  present  the  extraordinary  occasion 
to  meet  the  exigencies  of  which  the  Legislature  has,  under  the  Con- 
stitution, been  convened  in  special  session.  I  feel  that  your  atten- 
tion should  be  directed  toward  emergency  legislation  and  limited 
to  same. 

It  is  my  continued  earnest  desire  to  cooperate  with  you  fully 
and  in  every  possible  way.  Let  us  retain  our  breadth  of  vision  and 
recall  that  our  purpose  is  high  and  seeks  the  ultimate  good. 

This  to  the  end  that  South  Dakota  may  do  her  part  in  causing 
to  cease  once  and  for  all  time  the  designs  of  the  strong  for  the 
subjugation  of  the  weak;  that  she  may  maintain  her  rightful  rank 
in  the  forward  move  for  a  better  future  for  the  whole  of  mankind, 
and  that  she  may  participate  in  making  possible  the  happiness  and 
independence  of  all  nations  and  peoples. 

Mr.  Swanson  offered  the  following  concurrent  resolution,  and 
moved  its  adoption. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
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of  South  Daokta,  the  Senate  concurring,  that  the  public  printer  be 
instructed  to  contract  for  the  printing  of  fifteen  thousand  (15,000) 
copies  of  the  message  of  the  Governor,  delivered  to  the  Legislature 
in  Joint  Session,  to  be  distributed  among  the  members  of  the 
Legislature,  the  various  state  officers  and  the  citizens  of  the  State, 
and  five  thousand  (5,000)  copies  to  be  distributed . among  the  South 
Dakota  soldiers  in  France  and  in  the  various  camps  and  canton- 
ments of  the  United  States,  and  an  additional  5,000  copies  for  use 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  state.  Which  motion  prevailed. 
Mr.  Marvick  moved 

That  the  Joint  Session  be  now  dissolved.  Which  motion  pre- 
vailed, and  the  Senate  retired. 

And  reconvened  in  the  Senate  Chamber. 

Mr.  Amsden  offered  the  foUov^ing  concurrent  resolution: 
Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  the 

House  of  Representatives  concurring: 

That:  Whereas,  this  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  South  Dakota  was  called  by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
to  provide  for  meeting  emergencies  that  were  found  by  him  to 
exist. 

Therefore:  Believing  that  the  work  of  this  Special  Session 
should  be  completed  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  it  is  the  sense  of 
this  body  that  all  bills  and  resolutions  be  introduced  by  committee 
action. 

And  the  roll  being  called,  there  were  yeas  37,  absent  and  not 
voting  5,  excused  1.

SENATE  JOINT  RESOLUTION  NUMBER  NINE 
Urging  that  steps  be  taken  by  Congress  and  the  several  states 
to  call  a  national  meeting  to  consider  the  establishment  of  a  definite 
line  of  division  between  federal  and  state  taxes. 

Senate  Joint  Resolution,  relative  to  the  establishment  of  definite 
lines  of  division  between  federal  and  state  taxes,  and  the  calling 
of  a  congress  of  the  states  to  consider  conflicting  jurisdictions 
of  the  federal  and  state  governments. 

Whereas,  in  the  exercise  of  its  taxing  power  the  federal  govern- 
ment is  embracing  the  sources  of  revenue  heretofore  not  availed  of 
by  that  government;  and 

Whereas,  there  exists  a  line  which  separates  the  taxable  units 
that  equitably  and  logically  may  be  left  solely  to  state  taxation  from 
the  units  logically  belonging  to  the  broader  federal  jurisdiction;  and 

Whereas,  the  establishment  of  some  reasonable  line  of  division 
giving  to  the  states  sole  taxing  authority  below  such  line,  and  to  the 
federal  government  sole  taxing  authority  above  such  line,  would  cure 
much  of  the  trouble  existing  because  of  conflict  of  jurisdiction  be- 
tween states;  would  relieve  the  tension  between  federal  and  state 
governments;  would  result  in  great  economy  in  the  levying  and  collec- 
tion of  taxes,  and  would  relieve  the  growing  dissatisfaction  on  the 
part  of  the  taxpayer  resulting  from  irritating  and  expensive  dupli- 
cation of  accounts  and  reports  and  double  taxation;  Now,  Therefore, 
Be  It 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the

That  within  thirty  days  after  an  election  directing 
the  employment  of  a  city  manager,  unless  a  regular  election  oc- 
curs within  sixty  days,  a  special  election  shall  be  called  and  held 
to  elect  said  nine  commissioners  for  the  government  of  such  city, 
which  board  of  commissioners  in  commission-governed  cities;

then  serving,  whose  term  shall  expire  upon  such  qualifications.

Section  3,  No  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation,  or 
officer,  or  board  of  this  state,  or  of  any  city,  town,  township  or 
county  in  this  state,  shall  commence  or  prosecute  any  action  or 
indebtedness,  or  the  recovery  of  any  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty, or  the  cancellation  of  any  contract,  estate,  equity  or 
interest,  or  the  foreclosure  of  any  mortgage  or  lien,  or  for  the  de- 
termination of  any  estate,  equity,  or  interest  in  property,  against 
any  person  engaged  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States,  for  and  during  the  full  term  of  the  present  war  and 
a  period  of  one  year  thereafter,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  then  only  upon  application  to  a  court  and  upon  such  notice 
to  such  person  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States  as  will  most  effectively  protect,  conserve  and  preserve 
his  or  her  civil  and  property  rights  and  as  such  court  may  by 
order  prescribe,  and  any  and  all  such  actions  or  proceedings  here- 
tofore commenced  and  now  pending  in  court  or  otherwwise  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  stayed  for  and  during  the  period  aforesaid, 
and  no  process,  mesne  or  final,  shall  be  issued  or  executed,  or 
judgment  or  other  determination  entered,  in  any  such  actions  or  pro- 
ceeedings  for  the  term  aforesaid.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply 
to  the  enforced  collection  of  taxes  now  or  hereafter  assessed;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  per- 
mit the  running  of  any  statute  of  limitations,  and  in  tolling  the 
running  of  any  statute  of  limitations  the  period  of  this  stay  shall 
not  be  counted,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  civil  and  propety  rights  of 
all  parties  shall  remain  in  status  quo.

menced to  proceed  to  final  judgment  or  determination  and  execu- 
tion, aud  to  permit  the  commencement  of  such  other  actions  or 
proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  parties 
in  interest;   provided,  (however,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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court  to  in  every  manner  and  at  all  times  effectively  protect,, 
conserve  and  preserve  the  civil  and  property  rights  of  all  persons 
engaged  in  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
that  end  to  make  such  orders  for  the  giving  of  security,  as  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  any  further  proceedings,  as  shall  by  him  be 
found  to  be  reasonable  and  necessary  in  the  premises.

in  property,  anything  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
except  that  no  such  action  or  proceeding  shall  be  commenced  against 
any  person  actively  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States  except  as  herein  provided. 

Section  8.  In  all  cases  where  an  application  is  made  to  any 
court  that  a  pending  action  or  proceeding  be  permitted  to  run  its 
usual  course  or  to  final  determination  and  execution,  or  for  the  com- 
mencement of  any  action  or  proceeding,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
court  to  require  the  party  or  parties  making  such  application  to 
serve  copies  thereof,  and  of  any  summons,  complaint  or  other  pro- 
cess, upon  the  chairman  of  the  county  council  of  defense  of  the 
county  in  which  such  action  or  proceeding  is  pending  or  to  be 
brought,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  county  council  of  defense 
to  make  a  thorough  investigation  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
in  what  manner  the  civil  and  property  rights  and  interests  of  any 
person  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  affected,  and  to  make'  a  full  and  complete  report 
of  all   findings   and   conclusions   upoon   such   investigation   to  the 
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court  before  which  said  action  or  proceeding  is  pending  or  about 
to  be  commenced;  and  the  said  county  council  of  defense  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to 
appoint  in  any  or  all  of  said  cases,  an  attorney  and  counsellor  at 
law  of  high  standing  and  repute  to  appear  in  any  court  and  defend 
all  of  the  civil  and  property  rights  and  interests  of  any  such  person 
engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  it 
being  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  section  that  a  large  di- 
scretionary power  shall  be  conferred  upon  all  courts  for  the  more 
effectual  protection,  preservation  and  conservation  of  all  of  the 
civil  and  property  rights  of  any  person  engaged  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  and  to  that  end  any  court  may 
and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make  any  order  which 
shall  be  necessary  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  act.  No  at- 
torney or  counsellor  at  law  appointed  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
to  defend  and  protect  the  civil  and  property  rights  of  any  person 
engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  receive  any  compensation  for  his  services. 

Section  9.  Any  act  or  thing  done  in  violation  of  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  this  statute  shall  be  absolutely  null  and  avoid  and  of  no 
effect  whatsoever,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  court  of  this 
state,  when  such  matter  is  brought  to  his  attention,  to  make  an 
order,  without  expense  to  any  person  engaged  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  vacating  and  setting  aside  such 
proceeding.

Be  It  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
South  Daota,  the  Senate  Concurring:: 

Section  1.  Tlie  State  Council  of  Defense  is  hereby  directed 
to  mail  within  thirty  days  after  the  adjournment  of  this  extraordin- 
ary session  of  the  legislature,  to  each  citizen  of  this  state  now 
engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  at 
his  post  of  duty,  a  complete  resume  of  the  soldiers  absent  voting 
law  and  themoratorium,  and  with  said  resume,  a  greeting  from 
the  Governor  of  this  state,  expressing  in  appropriate  language  the 
keen  appreciation  of  the  legislature  and  of  the  people  of  this

of  intoxicants,  and

of  cars,  badly  needed  for  transportation  of  food,  war  materials  and 
soldiers,  are  now  used  by  the  liquor  industry, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  house  of  representatives  of 
the  state  of  South  Dakota,  the  Senate  concurring:
